New York, Nov. 18.— Relating his 
story with the air of a country ge»j- 
! tleman of kindly mien engaging a host 
| of friends with incidents of days ions 
I past, John D. Rockefeller, president 
of tlie Standard Oil company, though , 
for nearly ten years retired from ac- 
tive business cares, for over two hours 
today reviewed the history of tile 
early oil trade and tile development 
of the llrst companies that later grow 
into the present so-called oil trust. 

Mr. Rockefeller was a witness for 
the defense In the" suit to dissolve the 
Standard Oil company which is being 
prosecuted by Lilt! United States gov- 
ernment, and made ids appearance at 
the hearing before former Judge 
Franklyn Ferris, the referee, passing 
through a large crowd to the customs 
building. 

Tile head of tile big oil company 
was surrounded by an imposing circle 
of counsel, and when he began his 
testimony he gazed complacently upon 
a swarm of newspaper men, behind 
whom pressed close a throng of people 
that lilled the room. Mr. Rockefeller 
appeared at complete ease, and when 
John G. Millburn, of counsel for tins 
Standard Oil company, propounded his 
llrst question, the witness spoke in 
full tones, as if lie desired the most 
distant spectator in the chamber to 
lii.ar. Then in a manner that Indicated 
pleasure at what lie was about to tell, 
Mr, Rockefeller spoke of his start in 
tlie oil business and how under ad- 
verse conditions that business grew to 
tlie proportions of the Standard Oil 
Company of Ohio, with its capitaliza- 
tion of $1,000,000. Mr. Rockefeller's 
eyes sparkled In reflecting on that 
early financial organization and 
sneaking of its million dollar capitali- 
Kittibn with almost boyish enthusiasm, 
lie said: "It seemed very large to us, 
who began with only $4,000, in 1802." 

Thus the proceedings lost in n senso 
their official aspect because of the en- 
gaging manner which Mr. Rockefeller 
displayed In his answers, which now 
and then contained flashes of ki.idly 
humor, A glow of health showed in 
Mr. Rockefeller's smooth-shaven face, 
ami to Inquiring newspaper men he re- 
plled that he never felt better. 

The president of the Standard Oil 
Company was dressed In a plain busi- 
ness suit Of dark material and across 
Ills vest was suspended a heavy gold 
watch chain. A dark purple necktie. 
In which a large pearl pin was set, 
snuggled a high collar. 

The development of Mr. Rockefel- 
ler's testimony, which carried him to 
the organization of the Standard oil 
company of Ohio, indicated that one 
of the lines of tlie defence would be 
that thr Standard company is not the 
result of any aggressive policy to ob- 
tain mastery of the oil trade, as 
charged, but rather the natural out- 
come of an economic development 
which the exigencies of tile oil in- 
dustry demanded. 

During a brief recess this afternoon 
Mr. Rockefeller ruminated to tile re- 
porters on the Standard's growth, sav- 
ing: "What a wonderful tiling it all 
lias been, the growth of this business. 
It all seems like a dream to me, and I 
here I am accused of doing tin- very 
wicked thing of selling a good article 
at a lower price than any one else. 

"This testimony here today brings ' 
buck lo my mind clearly the early 
tlnys in Clevelnnd when we were all I 
friends and neighbors together. How I 
well I remember that day in Cleveland 
when I went into the bank of '1'. 1'. |

Pekln, Nov. lb. — An edict issued to- 
day declares that tlie era of I J u Vi, the 
infant Emperor of China, shall be 
named Hsuuil Tung, meaning •'pro- 
claimed succession." This character- 
ization Is interpreted as grafting the 
unification of the nation upon tno re- 
form programme of tlie throne. 

Another edict orders a posthumous 
title for lvuaug Hsu in recognition of 
his merits. It enlarges upon tile re- 
form programme to which tlie valedic- 
tory of the Lmpeior committed the 
throne, and thus commits the govern- 
ment again to tlie details set lorlh in 
the programme. 

The lleyent has set aside November 
25 fur the members of tlie diplomatic 
corps in Pekin to appear in the For- 
bidden City and express tlie condol- 
ences of their respective governments 
in tlie death of the Emperor and Em- 
press Dowager. Three members from 
each legation will be received at 3 a. 
m. They will bow three times before 
tile Collins of tlie Emperor and Em- 
press Dowager and once to Prince 
Chun, the Regent. 

The Dowager Empress Yehonala, 
acting on a memorial presented by the 
princes and ministers, lias Issued an 
edict that the period of mourning bo 
reduced for the regent and the court lo 
one hundred days, and for the people to 
seventy-seven days. Orders were is- 
sued yesterday that the military man- 
oeuvres in the Yang Tse valley be mod- 
iiiod on account of the mourning. 
Situation Satisfactory 

Washington, Nov. IS. — Tuang Fang, 
the Influential Chinese viceroy of Nan- 
king, who It was thought might go 10 
Pekln In consen.uencc of tlie changed 
conditions there, lias decided not to 
proceed to that city, according to a 
despatch received from Consul-Genoral 
Chass Denby, at Shanghai, because the 
situation at the Chinese capital does 
not require Tuang Fang's presence. All 
is quiet at Shanghai. The State de- 
partment litis no detailed advices re- 
garding international political condi- 
tions in China growing out of the 
change in the rulers, Mr. Rockliill, the 
United States minister, In Ills des- 
patches having confined himself large- 
ly to .statements that outwardly all Is 
quiet in tlie capital city. 

Precautions at Harbin 

Harbin, Manchuria, Nov. IS. — Extra- 
ordinary measures have been taken to 
preserve order in case of any outbreak 
as a result of the death In Pekin of the 
Emperor and Dowager Empress of 
Chinn. Immediately after the death of 
the Emperor was known here, the best 
Chinese troops In Manchuria were or- 
dered Into Pekln. 

Not Sending Fleet 

Washington, Nov. IS. — The United 
States Navy department today an- 
nounced that there is absolutely no 
truth In reports that the Philippine 
squadron is preparing to go to Chinese 
ports. Long ago the squadron was 
given Instructions to keep away from 
the battleship fleet, and they Will not 
meet at Manila. It is stated that in 
the event of the Philippine fleet moving 
to China, there would be no purpose in 
maintaining any mystery on the sub- 
ject, and tiiat any such order would be 
made public at once. 

Japan's Policy 

Tokio, Nov. IS. — The Japanese gov- 
ernment is not considering any re- 
affirmation of Its policy toward China, 
believing the position of Japan Is well 
understood by all the powers. The an- 
nouncement of the Associated Press on 
November 14, when the policy of Japan, 
consequent on the deatli of the Emper- 
or of China, was clearly defined, Is 
now confirmed officially. Japan Is not 
considering the despatch of any war- 
ships Into Chinese waters.

IS ONLY OBJECTION 



Report of Hindu Delegates on 
Conditions in British 
Honduras 
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Installation on Saturday morning, after 
which the convention will adjourn. To- 
ronto seems to hnvo |he lead over the 
other cities contending for the honor of 
the next convention, though St. Louis 
Is making a hard fight. 

During the day's session President 
Oompers announced that, there were two 
rnllrnnd carmen's International unions, 
one of which is federated with the Fed- 
eration, lie said that efforts had been 
made to unite the Uvo unions, and to 
that end he luid Invited both to send del- 
egates to this convention. Tills had been 
done, and lie proposed that a committee, 
of three men be appointed to make an 
effort to bring about harmonious rela- 
tions between these unions. On motion, 
the president was Instructed to appoint 
such a committee, The railroad carmen 
are employed hi building and repairing 
cars. 



Vancouver, Nov. IS. — The Hindu 
delegates to British Honduras, who 
returned today, declare that tlie coun- 
try suits them and that all condi- 
tions are fairly favorable except 
wages. 

There Is Immediate work In sight 
fur a thousand men. The hundred will 
be employed on railway work at six- 
teen dollars per month, which is look- 
ed on as very low. Five or six hun- 
dred will be employed on plantations, 
but will get only eight dollars per 
month outside of four dollars for ra- 
tions. 

Tlie entire police force of the coun- 
try Ik to be replaced by Hindus. Tlie 
government wdll also arrange largo 
grants nf land, so that Hindus with a 
little money will be able to employ 
men of their own nationality anil 
Dually develop into landed proprietors. 



Fine Weather at Calgary 

Calgary, Nov. 18. — The fine weather 
still continues, and there is no appear- 
ance of an unfavorable change.

For Imperial Press Conference. 

Toronto, Nov. IS. — W. F. McLean, 
M.P., of the World; Rev. J. A. Muc- 
donald, of the Globe, and J. E. Atkin- 
son, of the Star, were today selected 
by the newspaper publishers of Tor- 
tonto to represent the city press at 
the imperial press conference' to bo 
held in London next June. 



Discussing Freight Rates. 

New York, Nov. 17.— Tralllc agents 
representing all the important rail- 
roads in the trunk line and central 
freight associations, met in this city 
to discuss the proposed increase in 
freight rates to Include commodities 
except coal, coke, ore, and limestone. 
No definite conclusions were reached 
and another meeting will be held to- 
morrow. 



Civil Service Examinations 

Ottawa, Nov. 17. — The annual civil 
service examinations are in progress in 
the principal cities of the Dominion 
today. The number of those who have 
signified their Intention of writing this 
yenr is about the same as last year. 
Appointments to the inside service are. 
to lie based on competitive examina- 
tions, and the examinations in pro- 
gress this week are preliminary to tlie 
establishment of the new order. 



Ontario's Power Transmission. 

Toronto, Nov. IS. — There was a bril- 
liant gathering of members of the 
provincial cabinet, members of the 
legislature, members of the hydro- 
electric power commission and others 
at the parliament buildings for the 
luncheon today given to mark the 
turning of the first s6d for the govern- 
ment's power transmission lines. Tho 
ceremony proper took place at the ex- 
hibition grounds this afternoon. 



BY ST. PIERRE PEOPLE 



Stones Thrown at Judge and 
Others — Crowd at Last 
Quiets Down 



St. Pierre Miquelon, Nov. IS. — De- 
spite tho order of the court, the 
teachers of the clerical schools kept 
the doors of the schools open today. 
The postmaster and attendants are 
at the government house under arms, 
having been ordered there to protect 
the French llag, and if necessary the 
person of the administrator. The popu- 
lace continues in a very excited state. 

Paris, Nov. 18.— The Foreign Oltlco 
does not consider that the St. Pierre 
matter has become a diplomatic Inci- 
dent. The minister of the colonies, M. 
MUlles-Lacrolx. is awaiting further 
reports from the governor before tak- 
ing action. The minister has been 
notified by Deputy Guernler that an 
explanation of the situation tit St. 
Pierre Miquelon will be requested in 
the Chamber of Deputies on Friday. 

St. John's N.F., Nov. 18— The agi- 
tation in St. Pierrie Miquelon over 
tho question of free schools continued 
today according to advices received 
tonight, but the crowds parading the 
streets were orderly. They talked 
loudly on the question of annexation 
to the United States. 

Last night, while the largo number 
of the clerical supporters were parad- 
ing, the windows of the government 
schoolhouses were broken by stone 
throwers, and there was a demonstra- 
tion against Judge Siefried, who Im- 
posed the lino upon the school teach- 
ers for keeping the schools open. Judge 
Siegfried's residence was made the tar- 
get for stones, and when he appeared 
at the front of the house, stones wore 
hurled at him, and he was hooted by 
the mob. Other ofllcials received sim- 
ilar treatment. Fearing further dis- 
turbances, the administration enrolled 
a large staff of officials to assist In 
preserving tho peace. 

In spite of these precautions, tho 
demonstrations proceeded unchecked 
throughout the evening. About mid- 
night the administrator addressed the 
agitators and their followers, urging 
them to remain quiet and abstain from 
any further demonstrations until word 
could be received from the minister 
of tlie colonies. This advice was ac- 
cepted and the crowd dispersed for tho 
night.

DAMAGE AT FERI\!!E 



Heavy Rain and Wind Work Havoc- 
Roof of New Opera House is 
Carried Away 



Fernle, Nov. IS. — The continued heavy 
rain, which has lasted three days, 
shows no sign of abating, and is caus- 
ing considerable damage. During last 
night a heavy gale prevailed, carrying 
away the roof of the new opera house, 
now under construction. Tho heavy 
rain caused a cave-In of the cellar wall 
of the new Waldorf Hotel. A delay of 
some twelve hours to tralllc today was 
caused by a bridge being made impas- 
sable by heavy timbers being washed 
against the bents, three miles west of 
Morrissey. 



Berlin. Nov. IS.— While tho German 
emperor has given his Imperial pledge 
to hold himself within close constitu- 
tional bounds hereafter In matters con- 
cerning affairs of state, calm observ- 
ers recognize that the surrender of 
the Emperor leaves Germany far 
from popular government. 

The Emperor, It Is pointed out, 
yielded to the most impressive demon- 
stration of the people's will ever seen 
in Germany, but such an occasion can 
hardy arise once In a generation when 
the minds of tlie whole people are lix- 
ed with such unanimity upon a single 
demand, as in this case. 

Tho reichstag, when tho subject of 
the Emperor's intervention in national 
affairs came up for debate, was unable 
to agree upon the simple course » if 
sending an address to the Enipcror, 
sotting forth the views of tho mem- 
bers of tho reichstag. Who were as 
one In their opposition to his ma- 
jesty's course. No action could bo 
taken because of the conservatives' 
refusal to co-operate on tho pretext 
that the reichstag did not possess the 
right to address the crown. 

Tho Radicals and Socialists, how- 
ever, intend to attempt to pass a re- 
solution demanding an amendment to 
the constitution making the ministers 
responsible to the reichstag, but It is 
already evident that this resolution 
will bo rejected. The Conservatives 
will present an united front against 
all proposals of this kind. They have 
everything to gain and nothing to 
lose in the present system, in which 
they supply the ministers of tho crown 
by traditional right, and fill all tho 
valuable diplomatic, military and civil 
position in the gift of the government. 
The clerical party, whilo containing 
democratic elements, Is too accustom- 
ed to the tradition of authority acting 
from above to 'permit to accept a po- 
litical transformation not In harmony 
with that tradition, 

Tho Liberal party is too permeated 
with conservative ideals to admit the 
expectation that its representatives 
would agree to support an amendment 
looking to ministerial responsibility 
wholly to tho reichstag. This loaves 
only the Radicals and Socialists, with 
the possible assistance of the Poles, 
making together barely one-fourth of 
the membership of the house, to sup- 
port an out-and-out demand for par- 
liamentary government. 

It is further ponted out that a lack 
of large unified parties unfits Ger- 
many for parliamentary government. 
It would be impossible with the pres- 
ent multiplicity of parties in the reich- 
stag to bring about homogeneous ele- 
ments together for the forming of a 
compact majority capable of working 
together harmoniously for any length 
of time. 

Men best acquainted with the poli- 
tical characteristics of the German 
people say it will require a long period 
of practical schooling in politics be- 
fore a parliamentary government can 
be Introduced with beneficial results 
for the fatherland. 

The Conservatives and monarchial 
opinion in the country is resisting tho 
movement to travel too fast politi- 
cally. The olllclal declaration mado 
yesterday by Count Von Hehcntlial, 
the Saxnn minister of foreign affairs, 
| in the lower house of the Saxon par- 
liament, that tho foreign affairs com- 
mittee of the Btindesratb, or federal 
council, should meet oftener In order 
to supervise the acts of both the Em- 
peror and his chancellors, apparently 
represents the joint opinion of Bavaria, 
Wurtenburg and Saxony. These gov- 
ernments have agreed mutually to 
avail themselves of the foreign affairs 
committee of the bundesrath, a body 
established under the terms ' of tho 
constitution, to share in tho direction 
of foreign affairs. 

Speaking today of the existing situ- 
ation, Dr. Theodore Barth, one of tho 
Radical leaders in the reichstag, said: 
"This Is only the llrst step in what 
will bo the prolonged political educa- 
tion of tho German people for full par- 
liamentary government. Efforts will 
be made, undoubtedly, to perpetuate 
the old relations between tho crown 
and the people, and tho efforts will 
have to be resisted again and again 
until a parliament Is selected that will 
make its appropriations contingent; 
upon the responsibility of the minis- 
ters to parliament." 

Dr. Ferdinand Grautoff. editor-in- 
chief of tho Leipslger Neuesto Na- 
chrlchten, an Influential Liberal paper, 
acclaims the "new regime" In theso 
words: "Tlie German people are 
awake, and they will not slumber 
again. Their true monarchial duty is 
to protect the wearer of the crown 
against his own mistakes." 

The executive committee of the So- 
cialist party, which represents 3,000,000 
voters, has 'authorized tho Vorwaerts 
to describe the recent occurrences as 
"having begun wdtli a scandal, then 
driven under great excitement, and 
having ended* In a hazy compromise 
with the government. 

Today is being observed as a nation- 
al day of penitence and prayer. Tho 
clergy In many of the state churches 
In their morning services thanked 
Heaven that the gathering of political 
clouds iiuu beeii dissipated.

St. Francois Xavler visited India, j 
Japan and China, his grave being j 
found at' Macao, about forty miles ! 
from Hongkong. But why has this | 
tolerance changed in the last 150 years 
to dlsllko and hatred? It Is our own 
fault; and it began early In the 18th 
century; when the British and Dutch 1 
ships visited China for the purposes I 
of trade. The "white-faced barbari- 
ans" finding Chinese spirits wonder- 
fully cheap, acted like wild people, 
getting gloriously drunk and becom- 
ing Intensely disliked. It was then 
that the feeling set In against the mis- 
sionaries and It has continued until 
Hie present day. We have well-earn- 
ed their hatred, and we are called by 
them the red-haired barbarian devils, 
ami although the Chinese are natu- 
rally kind and tolerant it would take j 
generations before this opinion will 
be changed. (Hear, hear.) We have j 
Indeed shut the door of China upon I 
ourselves, for our own people did It, j 
over one hundred years ago. (Hear, , 
hear.) In a Chinese dictionary which I 
was published about the middle of the I 
17th century, the Bible Is described by 
a Chinese Emperor who was one of 
the most learned men that ever satj 
upon a Chinese throne, as being a 
book which was calculated to do the 
Chinese people good. And I have, 
showed this declaration In their class- I 
leal dictionary to Chinamen In the In- I 
tcrlor of their country scores of times.!

Foreign Missions 
"The Chinch of England in Canada 
was now, however, taking 11 forward 
step in establishing a new diocese In 
an Important Chinese province. (Ap- 
plause.) During the last year tin: 
Protestant churches, the Roman Cath- 
olic figures were not available, in tho 
Culled states and Cnniula, had con- 
tributed $9,459,000 towards the support 
of foreign missions, while the Old 
Country, with its White Man's Burden, 
with Its heavy naval and army expen- 
diture, etc., and Its poor, had given for 
the Hame purpose almost as much, or 
$9,361,000, (applause), notwithstanding 
the fact that the population of the 
former countries was just about double 
that of the latter. (Applause.) While 
what was an additional matter for 
pride lay in the fact that the great 
hulk of tills large sum came from our 
own Mother National Church, (Hear, 
hear and applause.) And as all tho 
other countries gave $3,640,000, It was 
evident that Hie Anglo-Saxon race was 
called upon to be the great missionary 
race of tho world, (hear, hear), con- 
tributing 8f> per cent to tho foreign 
work, although If Canada and the 
United States did their proper share 
they would assume fifi per cent of this 
86 per cent. (Hear, hear.) There 
were still fi7a,000 millions of heathen 
unprovided for. (Hear, hear.) 

"In this city during the past year 
$4,400 had been given for missions; In 
Vancouver $27,000, and in Toronto, 
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Hebrew language are still to he seen 
upon the walls of the synagogue in 
which they worshipped, while they 
have not mingled with the Chinese. 
The great city of Kal-nlng-foo has 
since that period been almost destroy- 
ed by floods and no longer exists In 
Its ancient glory. 

"The Chinese at that time were 
tolerant towards foreigners. In 505 
A.D.. members of the Nestorian church 
driven out of Asia Minor, for its 
heresy, entered both India and China, 
being heartily welcomed by the Em- 
peror of China. They prospered, had 
priests and bishops, and at one time, 
numbered over '.'00,000, having church- 
es all over centra] China. Although 
at the beginning of the 9th century, 
a Mongolian invasion occurred and 
afterwards all foreign religions were 
banished. The history of tills church 
remains in small Chinese characters, 
engraved upon a block of beautifully | 
polished marble. , 
Then Buddhism came from Ceylon 
by sea; and afterwards — Mohammed- 
anism — both being welcomed; another 
proof of the tolerance of the Chinese, 
wlille in the Mth century the R. C. 
missionaries entered China In largo 
numbers, being also welcomed. While

Charles Aubin, shipwright, employed 
at Pullen's shipyard, Esquimau, was 
almost instantly killed yesterday after- 
noon at L:tl0 o'clock, by falling a dis- 
tance of over twenty feet and lighting 
on a wheelbarrow, which was lying on 
tho ground Immediately under the 
scaffolding on which he had been 
working. The man was so badly injur- 
ed that he lingered but a short time, 
passing away just after Dr. Robertson 
arrived on the scene In an automobile. 
He sustained a fractured skull besides 
other serious injuries. 

Aubin was employed on the work of 
repairing the Princess Royal. At the 
time the accident occurred, he was 
perched on a scaffolding about twenty 
feet from tho ground, and it Is stated 
that while he was In the act of swing- 
ing a sledge hammer to drive home a 
bolt, he overbalanced himself, falling 
backward and plunging to the ground 
beneath. His cry, as he fell from the 
scaffold, attracted tho attention of 
several fellow workmen, who rushed to 
his assistance, but Aubin was uncon- 
scious. One of the workmen rushed to 
the office and Dr. Robertson was sum- 
moned, arriving on the scene in a very 
few minutes. A brief examination of 
the injured man showed that he was 
fatally hurt, and In fact he succumbed 
before ho could be brought into tho 
( hospital. 

I The deceased had been employed off 
I and on for the last ten years at the 
Bullon yards. For several years he had 
resided" on Third street with his two 
I unmarried daughters. He was a widowe* 
and about 05 years of age. Coroner 
Hart was notified and It is probable 
that an Inquest will be held this after- 
noon, pending which the body is lying 
at Hanna's undertaking parlors.

it. is. there for all time and as trans? 
paclMe traffic* grows the time, will come 
When sufficient business will accrue to 
Justify tho outlay, and it will always be 
a valuable asset to the Dominion, 

As, however, no private investors can 
afford to wait so long for dividends the 
goornment will have to construct the 
dock entirely or subsidise it tu such an 
extent as will ensure a reasonable In- 
terest to those who put capital into it; 
the latter is not a good proposition and 
if Canada is in earnest in desiring to 
assist the mother country in carrying 
her heavy naval burden, she would ren- 
der greater service by providing and 
maintaining the proposed dock, than by 
equipping a battleship— to become ob- 
solete in a few years, or by voting con- 
tributions whclh would Inevitably cause 
recurring dissensions.

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FERTILE VALLEYS 

We have a very interesting descrip- 
tion of three valleys In the Coast Divi- 
sion of Central British Columbia, which 
we prim this morning. Wo may say to 
our esteemed contributor that we have 
struck out one sentence on the princi- 
ple that "comparisons are odious." The 
information contained In the article is 
of great general interest and is fully in 
line with what has appeared in this 
paper on runner occasions. A very In- 
teresting thing In connection with the 
opening of British Columbia is that 
the more extensive is the fund of 
knowledge acquired from exploration 
the more valuable the province ap- 
pears. British Columbia has beer 
somewhat singular in one respect. In 
regard to most undeveloped lands the 
unknown is generally taken as valua- 
ble; but the reverse lias been the case 
with this province, and what was not 
known to bo good has been set down 
as bad or at least doubtful. Our 
frowning mountains have proved too 
much for the imagination of superficial 
observers. This has been the case ever 
since any attention was paid to the 
Northwest Coast. Congressman Ben- 
ton, speaking In the United States 
House of Representatives about thirty 
years ago, said: "We know that north 
of the Straits of Juan de Fuca all is 
darkness and desolation," and he voiced 
the opinion of every one, except possi- 
bly the officials of the Hudson's Bay 
Company and a few pioneers. British 
Columbia has had to live down a re- 
putation which was given to it in ig- 
norance. In Mr. Blake's "sea of moun- 
tains," there are thriving cities and 
towns and great areas of beautiful or- 
chards. To most people the central 
part of the province has appeared to be 
of utility, only because of potential 
mineral development, the standing 
timber and cattle ranges. The few 
people, who ventured to predfet that It 
might become valuable agriculturally, 
were looked upon as amiable though 
mlstajten enthusiasts. We are all 
learning something about our country, 
and it is all to its advantage. The 
better British Columbia Is known the 
more highly it Is appreciated. 

The facts set forth by our corres- 
pondent, while not wholly new, are 
wholly interesting and very timely. 
Everything bearing upon the capabili- 
ties of the region to be traversed by 
the Grand Trunk Pacific is important 
just now. It .'s important to the com- 
pany which is constructing tile line, 
because it shows the traffic-producing 
capabilities of a region from which 
not very much was expected. We ven- 
ture to say that, in the various esti- 
mates made by .Mr. Hays and his as- 
sociates as to the business that would 
be developed In British Columbia, the 
probability or fruit shipments from tin- 
land along the line to the prairie region 
was not taken into account. Neither 
Is it likely to have been considered that 
there were line areas, which as soon as 
they were made accessible, would be 
cut up Into comparatively small farms, 
thereby ensuring a somewhut dense 
population. These sources of future 
traffic must appear to the promoters of 
the enterprise like ' something found"; 
they must certainly be something that 
could not very well have been anticipat- 
ed, it is important to the province, for it 
shows what scope there is for the ex- 
pansion of the settled ureu. Whatever 
doubts may have existed on the sub- 
ject In times past, there Is no longer 
any as Lo the development along the 
line of the new railway of a settled 
district, whose people will be occupied 
in a diversity of Industries, in which 
farming will play an exceedingly im- 
portant part. 



not such tis ought to commend itself 
to a majority of the people of this 
province, the verdict In such a case 
cannot be determined in advance by 
reason of anything that has happened 
this year. The Liberals had the pro- 
vince solidly In their hands four years 
ago, It may be assumed that the re- 
lative numbers of the confirmed party 
men are not grealy different in 190S 
from what they were In 1904. Yet 
there was an overturn which was al- 
most complete. We think tills shows 
a degreo of independence on the part 
of the electorate, which augurs well 
tor tbc future of the province. Right- 
ly or wrongly — it is nut necessary to 
discuss that point now — a sufficient 
number of the Independent electorate, 
that is of the people who are not tied 
to either party, thought that the Do- 
minion government ought to be con- 
demned and they condemned it.

BRITISH COLUMBIANS 

The result of tin- Dominion elections 
in this province lias a lesson which 
ought not to lie allowed to pass un- 
noticed, it is that the people of 
British Columbia are nothing if not 
exceedingly Independent in their po- 
litical views. In Victroln a cabinet 
minister went down to defeat and in 
the two constituencies in which the 
elections were defe rred, Conservatives 
were elected, notwithstanding the fact 
that the Liberals had been confirmed 
In power for unotlrer parliamentary 
term. We are not going to say any- 
thing about the issues involved in the 
contests In any of the constituencies, 
because they are ni ' material to the 
poinl which we wish to make, and 
that, is, that the electors were not con- 
trolled by considerations which are 

ordinally supposed to have great In- 
fluence, The lesson of tills seems to 
In- that the result of an election '.n 
this province cannot be estimated in 
advance as in some Other pints or 
the country. ' Our voters have more 
Individual Independence. They have 
elected live Conservatives to the House 
of Commons, hut if the course which 
the Cbnscratlvo party rJuill pttfsuo be- 
tween now and the next election is 



Thi' disclosures in connection witli 
tin' transactions of .Mr. Gregory, who 
was until recently at the head of the 
purchasing bur; an maintained bj the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries at 
Quebec, are very extraordinary. While 
-Mr. Gregory has made a general denial 
thai be bas done anything wrong, H 
seems impossible to acquit him or the 
charge of having improperly profited 
by his position of trust. It has not 
yet been made to appear that tin- pub- 
lic treasury suffered to any consider- 
able degree by reason of the fact thai 
he and others were paid sums of vary- 
ing magnitude by persons supplying 
goods to the Department, hut it seems 
very reasonable to imagine that these 
payments were not made out of puro 
friendship. An extraordinary feature 
about the matter is that officials who 
admit the receipt of payments of 
money and or presents from govern- 
ment contractors, do not seem to think 
there was anything wrong about it. 
One man said that he took what was 
offered him hecam-.e It seemed to be the 
practice, and he did not know whether 
or not the government was aware of 
the existence of such a practice. He 
himself seemed to think It all right. 
He said that he gave the donors of 
the gifts no advantage because they 
were kind to him, and if is conceiv- 
able that he may be (juite honest in 
What he says. A newspaper reporter, 
who heard him tell his story, said he 
was quite confident that the official 
really though he had done nothing In 
any way objectionable. He admitted 
everything In the frankest possible 
way, and laughed over some of the in- 
cidents as though they were matters 
or no importance at all. This is a dis- 
closure of a condition of things which 
not many people- supposed existed hi 
the civil service of Canada. No pri- 
vate business bouse would permit Its 
employees for one moment to receive 
gratuities from persons supplying it 
with goods, and no employee with any 
sense of the lltness of things would 
receive such gratuities without the 
consent of his employer, We do not 
say that conditions might not arise in 
which a person, having business with 
another, might not very properly re- 
cognize in an appropriate waj any 
consideration extended to him by em- 
ployees of the latter, but an honest 
employee would always obtain pcrmis- j 1 
sion from his employer before accept- 
ing such recognition. It' this is the 
case in private business, it is ten-fold 
more applicable to the transactions el' 
public officials. The temptation to 
deal with public money In a way that 
strict business principles would inn 
justify is always strong, and it' it 
were one.- tolerated that officials hav- 
ing tlie expenditure of such moneys 
might receive with impunity gifts from 
pet. sons to whom the money is to be 
paid, a door Would be opened to all 
manner of frauds. 

But there is something more In these 
disclosures than the fact that Mr. 
Uregorj and others have taken what 
they were not entitled t" take, Thu 
guilt;, ufficials inn be dismissed; if 
lhe> ha\ e violated tin- criminal law - 
about which there- may be some doubt 
— tln-y can be punished; they muy 
perhaps be compelled to make restitu- 
tion, although to whom the restitution 
ought to be- made j. s a legal question. 
Hut If tin- matter stops there, tin- work 
will be only half done. Tin- system 
Which makes such things possible 
must b.- remedied. Nor does this seem 
to be all iiiat should be done. The re- 
sponsibility of the .Minister in charge 
of tin- Department, Mr. Brodeur, must 
be determined. We wish to be under- 
stood as not suggesting even remotely 
that .Mr. Brodeur has been the bene- 
ficiary In the slightest degree by rea- 
son of the objectionable transactions 
that have been brought to light or any 
others. We concede without any argu- 
ment his personal and official integrity. 
But In- is responsible for the affairs 
of his Department, and no matter 
wdiat may he done in respect to (In- 
subordinate officials, the full effect of 
the disclosures will not be enjoyed by 
the country, unless Mr. Brodeur places 
his resignation In the hands of the 
Premier. We do not say that the re- 
signation ought necessarily to be ac- 
cepted, but we do say that It ought to 
he tendered, and that too in the most 
public way possible. Mr. Ilrodeur 
owes It to himself to accept in the 
fullest sense the responsibility for the 
gross irregularities that have existed 
in his department, unless it shall ap- 
pear that no considerable. part of them 
occurred during his Incumbency of the 



THE GERMAN .CRISIS 

It is no exaggeration to describe the 
recent Incident in Germany. In which 
the course taken by the Kaiser was ad- 
versely criticized by the Reichstag, as 
a crisis, for there can be no doubt that 
a turning point had come In the his- 
tory of that country, Conservatives 
may minimize it as they will, but on 
issue had squarely arisen between the 
Kaiser and the people of Germany. 
The question involved was fundamen- 
tal. 'Tin- views of tin' Kaiser as to his 
powers were mediaeval, lie was rapid- 
ly becoming the incarnation of abso- 
lutism, and all observers saw that 
sooner or later there would be a colli- 
sion between him and his liberty- lov- 
ing people Lei it not be forgotten that 
tin- Gennuiis have been nurtured in 
principles of democracy for many gen- 
erations. Democracy has net found 
expression in that country as it did in 
the United Kingdom, or as it has in 
America, for the feudal idea lias sur- 
vived, nevertheless the German ideal 
of government is not autocratic but 
popular. The Kaiser in this respect 
has been an anachronism. 

We do nut place too high a value 
upon the outcome of the incident when 
we say that It marks the beginning of 
the end of personal government In Ger- 
many. In a matter of this kind there 
can he no step backward. The German 
people will never surrender to any man, 
no matter how eminent he may he, the 
right to dictate the foreign policy of 
the empire and to express his views 
except through ministers responsible 
to representatives of the people. In 
other words, the principle of respon- 
sible government has been recognized, 
and it will not be abandoned. Any 
change Is likely to be in the direction 
of lessening the power of the Kaiser, 
in his handling of an exceedingly dif- 
ficult situation, Prince Buelow has dis- 
played a tact and firmness worthy of 
the best traditions of German states- 
manship; and we need not hesitate to 
give the Kaiser full credit for sagacity 
In seeing that there was only one way 
out of the position In which he had 
placed himself through his impetuosity. 
If he has lost somewhat in one respect, 
he litis gained greatly in another, for 
he litis taken a course which merits 
anil will command the confidence of 
the German people.

AMERICAN JOURNALISM 



Dame Rumor has tor the present re- 
lapsed into silence In regard to po- 
litical changes at Ottawa. The story 
about Mr. Borden's retirement to ac- 
cept a solieitorship from title Can- 
adian Pacific is authoritatively de- 
nied, although It is not denied that the 
Conservative leader is not particular- 
ly anxious for a longer political ca- 
reer. 



In view of the growing use of the 
word "gents" In this community, when 
"men" is what is meant, a little story 
may be told. Once a newspaper man 
was asked if the word "gents" was 
proper. He refilled: "Yes. Gents are 
people who wear pants," which was 
not a bad way of condemning two 
words that are an abomination to all 
who have any respect for the Eng- 
lish language. 

The Local "council of Women have 
decided to ask the Canadian Club to 
add to its roll an honorary member- 
ship for women, "whereby they may be 
admitted to all instructive and intellec- 
tual privileges provided, and may take 
part on special social occasions." The 
request Is one which, we fancy, will bo 
readily acceded to. In several of the 
large centres of Eastern Canada women 
are admitted to membership in the 
Canadian clubs on the basis mentioned, 
and the arrangement has been found to 
work admirably. 



Lord Northcllffe, the famous Eng- 
lish newspaper publisher, at the ban- 
quet of tin- Pilgrims of the United 
States at New York, the other evening, 
made an interesting allusion to the 
duties and responsibilities of news- 
papers and at the same time depre- 
cated the practice, Indulgeu in to too 
great an extent on both sides of the 
Atlantic, of printing news dealing 
with the trivialities of lire rather than 
the more solid affairs affecting the 
welfare id' mankind. We quote: When 
e lu re, as I am happy to say, 
that I do very often, I read pages of 
cablegrams, and especially Sunday 
cablegrams from London, and l see 
that England is chiefly peopled by 
suffragettes, Impecunious aristocrats 
I and four or five amazing society ladles 
I "fashionable beauties," whose names 
; and antics are recorded and whose 
photographs, taken often 25 years ago, 
do steady service very regularly, On 
the- other hand, when at home, I see 
what an amazing fellow Uncle Sam is. 
Apparently nature here is engaged In 
nothing but tornados. Financiers are 
always in panics; tin- politicians tire 
all engaged in grafting each oilier; 
there is only one law and thin the 
unwritten on,-, hi tin- rush of modern 
journalism there is often not suffi- 
cient time I., give pause for the con- 
sideration of anything excepting Im- 
mediate new.-. Since sour chairman 
has referred to my association with 
the London Times, I may mention that 
it is my highest ambition to maintain 
the traditions that newspaper has held 
fur 120 years. In my humble judg- 
ment, tin.- more the newspapers tell 
the better side or the other peoples, 
tin- quicker becomes tin.- International 
understanding. Beyond question there- 
fore the newspapers can serve an 
immense purpose and especially in 
times of crises, by remembering tb.it 
a "drop ol' ink makes millions think," 
and that a "smartly" written article 
uia\* do a vast damage to foreign re- 
lations. 

'Pho quality in British news pub- 
lished in United States papers Is not 
too atrpngly characterized by Lord 
Northcliffe. Wo have before us a 
copy of tlie New York Sunday Her- 
ald. Its European news is near- 
ly all personal and relates 
to a certain fashionable set, 
whose doings really arc only of pas- 
sing Interest' to themselves and of no 
real interest to any one else. Of 
course it must pay the Herald to print 
such matters, or it would print some- 
thing else. Tlie patronage which 
makes profitable the publication of 
such news, cannot come from the ex- 
tremely limited circle to which It. re- 
lates, it. must lie that there tire tens 
of thousands or people In the United 
States, who delight ln"r?adll)g of the 

doings of u comparatively, few of the 



Rene'wed interest in the question of 
Imperial defence, and the duty and 
responsibilities of the Colonies there- 
in, will he aroused through an article 
which has just appeared in tlie Lon- 
don Standard. The London ' corres- 
pondent of the Canadian Associated 
Press cables under date of November 
12: "Wliy," asks the Standard, "should 
not Canada have Its own fleet, as well 
as Argentine or Chili? Against some 
loss of strategic efficiency might be 
set an immeasurable political gain.

The seed sowed by the masterful ex- 
ponents in England of the cause or 
woman's rights seems to have taken 
rout at tin- most distant outposts or 
Empire, ir one may Judge from tlie 
tenor of a debate which added to the 
Interest of tin- proceedings at Tuesday 
evening's session ol' I he Anglican Sy- 
nod. The ladles were not lacking in 
champions of their claims for a greater 
measure of liberty in those matters 
now specially reserv ed for the delibera- 
tions of men, and, although the parti- 
cular point under discussion was de- 
cided against them, It was obvious from 
the arguments advanced by the various 
speakers that their cause is gaining 
ground. 

As was to be expected, tho British 
press look with dlBfavor on any move- 
ment tending to Increased trade rela- 
tions between Canada and Germany, 
fearing that the proposed establish- 
ment of a trans-Atlantic line, of 
steamships between the two countries 
may he hut the thin end of a wedge 
which might have the erfrct ultimate- 
ly of weakening the preferential trade 
arrangement at present in existence 
between tlie Dominion and the 
Motherland. Thus the Pall Mall 
Gazette says that "as trade develops 
the tendency will be for a. closer fiscal 
understanding and the further whittl- 
ing away of the British preference, 
such as the French treaty has already 
begun. This Is one of Germany's 
avowed objects and II will lie, accom- 
plished unless we 'avail ourselves In 
time of the commercial allkuio* which 
Is utlll at our disposal.

Some few. days- ago wo chronicled 
the news of the launching of the big- 
gest sand pump dredger in the world 
at Birkenhead— the Leviathan, built 
for the Mersey dock- board. ; Some In- 
teresting particulars respecting this 
: marvellous craft are now at hand: 
Liverpool's harbor engineers nave 
been lighting for years the never- 
ceasing Inset of sand in the mouth of 
the river Mersey. Tho Leviathan is 
able to deal with no less than 10,000 
tons of It In llfty minutes. The ves- 
sel is 4S7 feet long and has a draught 
of 23 feet. Her launching weight was 
7,500 tons, a record for tho Mersey. 
Four enormous suction pipes, each 
• 10% feet In circumference, lift from 
a depth of 70 feet tho load of a thou- 
sand ordinary railroad trucks, for tho 
Leviathan's hopper capacity is 180 000 
cubic feet. As her total load displace- 
ment Is IS, 000 tons exceptional strength 
of tlie hull and joining is necessary. 
Only an engineer can grasp the alter- 
ation of stresses in such a vessel as 
^lls by reason of tho sudden dumping 
into her of 10,000 tons of dead weight 
«.nd the even greater strain by the still 
more sudden falling out of the load 
Mirough the great valves in her bot- 
tom. Thirty separate watertight 
compartments assure the maximum of 
safety. Four sets of triple expansion 
engines are necessary to work the gi- 
gantic pumps, and an immense hy- 
draulic installation used for working 
the enormous valves, which keep all 
the cargo portion of the vessel in di- 
rect communication with the sea. In 
the captain's room there are almost 
as many Indicators, electric pushes, 
dials, telephones and records' as In the 
conning tower Of a battleship. 

"The way of the transgressor is

;i Ice stock, and a loan of $125,000 to 
Miss {Catherine A. Wilson, Mr. Morse's 
stenographer, for the purchase of 130 
shares of the bank's stock. These 
were not mentioned In the report of 
the controller of the currency. The 
proof w?.s postive. They juggled with 
the funds of the bank, which were tho 
1 deposits of confiding people.

Tho aerial experiment bureau of 
Hammondsport, In which Professor 
Alexander Graham Boll and G. H. Cur- 
tis are interested, is planning to un- 
dertake soon a novelty in aerial flight. 
A correspondent writes in this connec- 
tion: 

The government is especially desir- 
JOUS of having a type of airship that 
< will gain the necessary speed to soar 
' In the air by gliding over the water. 
All experiments made by Mr. Curtis 
and his associates with the White 
Wings. Red Wings, Junebug and other 
airships have gained this desired' mo- 
mentum by running over the ground on 
bicycle wheels until the huge wings 
expanded, giving the desired soar. The 
experiment bureau will within a few 
days undertake experiments on Lake 
Keuka, where the airship will be pro- 
pelled hy its own motors over the sur- 
face of the water to get sufficient speed 
to -expand its wings. The airship will 
I be attached to light canvas canoes 
which will be carried with the machine! 
as It leaves the water to fly into .the 
air. A doubtful feature of the experi- 
ments is that possibly the weight of 
the airship with its motors and other 
machinery may cause the canoes to 
draw so deeply in the water that the 
required speed cannot bo obtained.

The Daily Mail says:— Tlie- news 
from tho East and the interview witli 
tho Servian Minister in London indi- 
cate that the situation In the Balkans 
•iii, not so satisfactory as it appeared a 
week ago, and that there uro oven 
possibilities of danger to European 
peace. The storm point is Servia. 
When tile Austrian Emperor annexed 
Bosnia a month ago tlie Servian people 
believed the worua of a Balkan jour- 
nal that their chuice was to "die like 
heroes lighting or to perish like mlco 
in a trail." Austria as permanent 
mistress of Bosnia meant a bm\ to 
Servian freedom. Tho Servians would 
have made war forth with had they 
not been restrained by England, sup- 
ported by France and Russia. The in- 
fluence ot tlie three Bowers was sulli- 
ciont to maintain tho peace while nego- 
tiations for a European conference, at 
Which Servia'S claims would have 
been discussed, among other ques- 
tions, were proceeding. Unhappily 
the negotiations for tin: conference 
have been unduly protracted. Sir Ed- 
ward lirey, by a singular combination 
of firmness, tact, ana .patience, has so 
tar prevented war, though lie has had 
to deal with a situation lull of menac- 
ing possibilities, That lie will be 
successful in allaying the fresh out- 
break of unrest is as earnestly lo be 
hoped as that the close understanding 
between England, France, and Russia, 
which lias been so salutary to tlie wel- 
fare of Europe in tin; immediate past, 
will now be able once more to demon- 
strate its pacific power. 

Tlie Standard says;— Tho prospects 
of an early and satisfactory settlement 
ot the situation ill tile Balkans are 
distinctly less bright than they were a 
week ago. it is true that a friendly 
arrangement between Turkey and 
Bulgaria is well in sight, but tlie ob- 
stacles in the way of solving tho diffi- 
culties created by the action of Aus- 
'tria-1 iungary in Bosnia and Herze- 
govina seem to increase rather than 
diminish. Austria has raised one of 
those definite issues which are the 
bane ot diplomatists. She refuses 
bluntly to submit her action to the 
Judgment ot a conference of the 
Powers, and declines to attend a con- 
ference at all unless the question of 
the annexation ot Bosnia and Herze- 
govina is regarded as closed. This lias 
been Austria's attitude from tlie first, 
but u conference and a settlement 
wero always possible so long as no 
other Power took up an equally un- 
compromising position. We have now 
to consider whether Russia, against 
the will of her rulers, is being lorCed 
by the rising tide of Slav sentiment 
into direct antagonism to Austria. 
It that be the cuse, then it is no use 
thinking either of a conference or of 
any permanent settlement by any 
other means of the Balkan question. 
There is no doubt that the attitude of 
the Russian government has changed 
since M. lzvolsky was in London, ow- 
ing to the pressure of public opinion, 
Which demands that Russia shall 
stand up tor tho rights and interests 
of tlie Balkan Slavs, and shall refuse 
to abandon any of her legitimate 
ambitions in tlie Near East lor the 
sake of settling difficulties which the 
selfishness of Austrian policy lias 
created. 

President Roosevelt's successor, re- 
marks tho pally Telegraph, was elec- 
ted yesterday by the people of' tho 
.United States. As we write tlie. secret 
of the ballot' boxes lias nut yet' been 
revealed, but the great fact is that 
the long election campaign is over 
once more, and that business may 
again resume Its normal course. That 
good thing for tho world's affairs.

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Manchester Cotton Industry. 

Within a radius of thirty mil. 
Manchester are t,9"G cotton mills with 
55,218,000 splndloa and 684,381 
employing about 600,000 people, and 
embracing AO per cent, of tho cotton 
textile Industries of Great Britain'. 
Lancashire occupies the same position 
in lie- manufacturing trade of tho 
world as the cotton bell of the United 
States does In the production of the 
raw material. And tlie section In- 
eluded in that and the adjoining coun- 
ties is perhaps the most densely tilled 
with manufacturing establishments of 
any similar area in the world. The 
population is about -1,500,000 — precisely 
4,406.787, or 2.461 inhabitants to the 
square mile by the latest census of 
1901. Ail this is within thirty miles 
of Manchester and the coal which fur- 
nishes the-steam Is dug out of the soil 
In tin- Holds that surround tho factor- 
ies. There is no water power, and 
very little electricity Is used, compared 
with the cotton manufacturing dis- 
tricts of tho United States. It was 
the cheap fuel supply that broustrj 
the factories here, and tlie factory 
system was formed and developed in 
this counts' with the Inventions of 
Watt, Arkwrlght, and S?fter Ingenious 
men. 

To furnish muciilnory for these fac- 
tories, and I-; keep It In repair, has 
caused the establishment of enormous 
shops which approach the factories .-In 
also,' and In the value of tho Invest- 
ment. ' They are not limited to milling 
machinery, although that is their prin- 
cipal object, but ship' engines and 
machines of every sort to ever," nart 
of the world.

Although her lumber cargo was 
stowed on November 5, the Russian 
steamer Sungari still lies peacefully 
at anchor off Everett. Under ordinary 
conditions she should be well at sea, 
bound for Sydney, Australia, by this 
time. However, her bills are not yet 
paid and until the steamer's obliga- 
tions are satisfied she cannot leave. 

The present diffculty of the Sungari 
Is but the culmination of a series ot 
misfortunes which have followed tho 
tramp for more than a year. After 
coming from the Orient in October of 
last year, she discharged at San Fran- 
cisco and then proceeded to Guuymas 
Mexico to land the balance. At Guay- 
mas the vessel lay ten months because 
her master did not have money with 
which to pay the Sungari's bills. 
Plastered with libels she could not get 
coal to steam away. 

This misfortune caused the vessel to 
lose a profitable wheat charter from 
Puget Sound to Europe, and, accumu- 
lating rust and barnacles she rode at 
anchor In Guaymas harbor until about 
two months ago. Then she was char- 
tered by J. J. Moore & Co., to take 
lumber to Australia, and when the 
owners finally secured funds the Sun- 
gari steamed away from Guaymas. 

After taking part cargo of redwood 
at Eureka, the steamer came to Puget 
sound, ioading at Bellingham and com- 
pleting at Muklltco. Her charterers, 
it Is understood have already advanced 
about 70 per cent of tile money that 
the .Sungari will earn under her pres- 
ent charter, but she Is still JG.OOO in 
debt. This Includes bills for steve- 
doring and other services. The char- 
terers do not feel at liberty to furnish 
more than they have so that the tramp 
Is awaiting more money from her own-

PiRATES AREWSY 

IN THE CASPIAN SEA 

Sea Robbers Who Have Fast Vessels 
Ravage Russian Vessels and 
Slay Captives 



Piracy of the most up-to-date char- 
I actor la being exercised in the Caspian 
Sea, and according to a report from boats kept on tho Caspian 



Odessa the Russian fisher-fleets there 
have seat a petition to the comman- 
der-in-chief of tho Black Sea fleet at 
Sobastopol asking him to suppress the 
pirates. 

More like an Imaginative romance 
than cold fact is the description of 
these robbers as given by a Baku jour- 
nal, which says of t'hem they are des- 
peradoes of various nationalities. Their 
sailing sloops are of fine construction 
and of marvellous speed. They carry 
steel masts and tholr sails are stretch- 
ed on stout wire. With tin very 'Ight- 
est of winds they move through the 
water at an extraordinary rate, and 
easily overhaul the fastest of their 
fishing boat quarries. 

Tlie most reared of those pirate craft 
is one on whose cleared deck not a 
man Is seen mil II she comes up with 
her victim or victims. Her steering 
wheel is below dock, and she Is armed 
with a couple of quick-firing guns, 
which appear to be hydraulically hoist- 
ed into position when required. This 
particular sloop is commanded by a 
bloodthirtsy ruffan, who, on five dif- 
ferent occasions, after boarding and 
pillaging fisherboats, has wantonly 
roped the small crews and flung them 
into the sea. 

The pirates have lattj.'y. be. onto so 
aggressively audlclous that 'ho pas- 
singer steamers carry guards. 5joim of 
llu; fishing fleets OCC.lSldn.llly ohtain 
the escort of a coastguard cutter, but 
even then, when tho boats get -widely 
straggled, they aro cut out singly by 
the swift-sailing pirates during tho 
night. 

The pirate crews are all armed, so 
to say, to the teeth. Whore they ob- 
tain their splendid sailing craft is a 
mystery which puzzles tho Russian 
coastguards. It would appear t'o be no 
less mysterious why this piracy Is not 
promptly anil effectually suppressed 
hy the flotilla of small Russian gun-

NORTHERN VALLEVS 
IDEAL FOR SETTLERS 



Kitimaat, Lakelse and Kitsum- 

kalem Referred to By Mr, 
• • • Ross 



The following letter has been re- 
ceived by the Colonist from a settler 
resident In the districts referred. 
It, Is exhaustive and of great in- 
terest: 

Owing to the many enquiries that 
have been received from 
parts of the Old Country 
United States, respecting the fruit 
growing possibilities of this part of 
British Columbia and now that a day 
of awakening has come with the build- 
ing of the transcontinental railway, It 
may Interest the general public, to read 
an unbiased account of this promising 
country. It has long been known that 
this fruit growing belt existed, but 
as the country, was ciulte without 
transportation facilities, It was deemed 
advisable not to encourage settlement 
but sufficient has now been done to 
justify proclaiming to tho world at 
large that central British Columbia 
contains many hundreds of thousands 
of acres capable of supporting a largy 
population when it shall have been 
opened tip by the Grand Trunk- Paclllc j Dawson, lat 
railway. 

The Kitimaat Valley 

The Kitimaat valley commences at 
the head of Douglas channel, and from 
the harbor (of which mention will be 
made later on) through lis entire 
length of uboiit thirty miles, is from 
five to ten miles wide. The mountains 
bordering both the upper and lower 
valleys are not high, but slope off 
gradually receding in benches to the 
main mountains ami *>ven these are 
not of any great height, thus allowing 
the sun free access the whole day 
long, which is an advantage not to be 
found in any of the other valleys of 
the coast. It Is nearly north and south 
and Is traversed the entire length by 
the Kitimaat river, which Is navigable 
for boats and small, light draught 
steamers for ten or ilfteen miles. Tho 
country is covered with groves of 
cedar, spruce and tvemlock intermixed 
with cottonwood and open spaces 
covered with a light growth of 11 rider - 
bush, making It a much easier task 
to clear than Is usual on the coast. 
There are also large open swampy 
meadows easily drained. 

The country throughout is rich, fer- 
tile and productive, yielding large 
crops or vegetables of an excellent 
quality. A few settlers have already 
entered this section and are establish- 
ing homes for themselves and these 
speak most enthusiastically of the re- 
sources of the country and its splen- 
did destiny. They have proved beyond 
a doubt that fruit, apples, plums, 
cherries, etc., and all small fruits will 
grow to perfection and all are con- 
vinced that in time this will bo the 
fruit garden of central and northern 
British Columbia. It Is estimated that 
, In Kitimaat valley alone there are 
from 150 to 200 square miles of first 
class hind covering what is considered 
the widest and most desirable vallev 
on the coast and which undoubtedly 
will make an Ideal settlement. There 
is an entire freedom from summer 
frosts and the climate Is ver.V equitable 
the moderate rainfall making irriga- 
tion unnecessary. The snowfall is 
heavy, but as It comes late and dis- 
appears early, this is considered an 
advantage from the fruitgrowers and 
farmers' point of view. 

Throughout its whole extent tho 
country Is watered by Innumerable 
streams and lakes, many of the former 
being of considerable size. These 
waters as well as the harbor and 
channel abound with fish of many va- 
rieties, while the forests are full of 
game. Grouse are plentiful, all winter 
long geese and ducks abound, whilst 
hear, wolves, martin, mink and other 
forbearing animals range almost un- 
molested In the surrounding hills. In 
fact the whole country affords excel- 
lent opportunities for the sportsman. 
The Lakcsle Valley 
The Lakelse valley, a continuation 
of the Kitimaat, running northwest, is 
watered by the river of the same name 
which keeps its course nearly in the 
centre and empties into the Skeena 
river. This valley is not of the same 
extent as the Kitimaat but the land 
is low and well wooded with mixed 
timber and as the soli is rich, a large 
part of it could be brought under cul- 
tivation If cleared. The Lakelse river 
is a line stream of clear water, nnd 
the beautiful Lakelse lake, nine miles 
m length, Is full of salmon and trout 
A large mineral hot spring near the 
lower end of the lake adds to the at- 
tractions of this charming place. 

The Kltsumkalem vallev runs nearly 
north and Is of great extent. It con- 
tains large areas of rich land suitable 
for fruit growing and general agri- 
culture. Forty acres would make a 
good home and In order to have fruit 
ready for tin- market on the com- 
pletion of the railway at least twenty 
teres should be prepared and planted 
The route of the Grand 
passes directly through 
and a railway through 
the country described will mean the 
opening up and population of a vast 
and charming section of British Co- 
lumbia, only IS hours run by steamer 
from Victoria and Vancouver. Kitlm- 
maat harbor is the natural out- 
let to the Pacific 'ocean for the pro- 
ducts of lb,, agricultural lands of 
these valleys, Including the Bulkley 
and relqua, with their thousand ' 
acres of frnii country. This harbor 



olers. Tho proposed railway travers- 
es the volleys mentioned up to Kltse- 
las canyon, passing on through the 
Uulkley 311 1 Tslkw v valleys the rlght- 
of-wuy which Is now • being cleared 
by the Grand Trunk will soon be com- 
pleted. 

Prominent among those who "have 
become interested In this section uro 
tho Cunadlan Northern and the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, the- latter havo lately 
been granted a subsidy of $U,t0O per 
mile by the Dominion Government to 
build this line which is Intended for 
the construction of the main lino and 
colonization purposes. This state- 
ment speaks for Itself, showing ns it 
does the opinion these people hold o£ 
this wonderful and as yet undevelop- 
ed country with Its vast resources. 
All that Is no": needed Is railways 
different j and people wiith some capital and en- 
anil the j terprlsc to build up this new country. 

This section is not Isolated, steam- 
ecs call every week from 'Vancouver 
and Victoria and a regular line of 
steamers would call every day IE in- 
ducements offered. Therefore the set- 
tlers will have no difficulty in pro- 
curing all building material and 
household requisites at very short no- 
tice, in fact they need not have any 
anxiety nbout the necessaries of life, 
as everything can be supplied from 
the coast cities and practically landed 
at their doors, llll the city of Kitii- 
maat is built. 

Reports Upon Diotrict. 
The principal reports on this section 
are those made by Dr. George M. 

director of the geologi- 
1 survey of Canada and his assis- 
tants N. B. Gauvorau, D. L. S.; George 
fcorrlgan, D. L. S.; J. L. Slrathcrn and 
B. .). Wilkinson, P. L. S. All their 
reports agree as to the one impor- 
tant fact that a very considerable por- 
tion of this country is not only suited 
to the needs of the fruit' grower but 
It is also well adapted to cattle rals 
lug ami mixed farming. 

The Provincial Government 011 its 
own behalf sent a representative last 
August to make an independent re 
port and the result of his investlga 
tions proved conclusively all that has 
been said about central British Co 
lumblt as an ideal home for tho colo 
nlst, 

A Word of Warning. 

It is not desirable in the Interest 
of the proposed settlement that the 
undertaking should be hampered by 
men and women who arc unfitted by 
training physically to engage in this 
venture, and It must bo understood 
that the orchards, which should be. 
planted the first year, will not be pro- 
ductive for at least three years, but 
that much can be done in the mean- 
time la poultry raising, small' fruit, 
vegetables and draining, and when the 
railway Is completed (he prospects 
will be very good as there is an lm 
mediate market awaiting them In the 
prairie and the Yukon cities and 
Prince Rupert. 

The way to success must be bought 
by united enterprise, courage and in- 
telligent effort with some capital to 
back up these qualities, and without 
which disappointment and failure will 
result. Those who are not prepared 
to accept the situation as stated and 
"stay twlth It" bad much better re 
main at home, but those who are wll 
ling to venture the same spirit a 
those who have already made homes 
there, in all probability will never re- 
gret It.

"I feel very keen regret at the death 
of Sir Henri Joly, for both in my offi- 
cial capacity and as a personal friend, 
I had "much opportunity, during his re- 
sidence in British Columbia, to learn 
an.', admire the tlno qualities of his 
nature and to appreciate fully Ills great 
talents as an administrator," remarked 
Hon. Richard McBride yesterday. 

"In the difficult position of Heuten 
ant-governor he brought to bear on the 
Important duties he assumed, a mind 
rich In scholarship, versed in the poli- 
tical life of Canada and Imbued with 
the true principles and best traditions 
of British government— never swerving 
in his course and holding the balance 
evenly between all parties. 

"A distinguished figure In whatever 
company he chanced to be, lie was a 
true gentleman of the old regime, cour 
loous and kindly, yet possessed of a 
dignity and firmness which showed his 
sterling qualities of mind. 

"Coming to British Columbia n 
stranger, lie grew quickly to love this 
part of Canada and in a short space 
of time had so identified himself with 
our life and ways that he soon gained 
in wonderful degree the respect and 
admiration of the people. 

"He was ever ready to take a fore- 
most part in what would be of public 
benefit, and particularly was lie en- 
thusiastic In his efforts to advance the 
study of forestry, recognizing as he did 
the Incalculable value of this great as- 
set to the province and to Canada. 

"Aside from his political career, I can 
speak with deep fueling and with a 
personal knowledge of his qualities as 
a friend; and I count it a great privi- 
lege to have had the opportunity of 
numbering myself among those who In- 
timately knew him. 

"A great figure has gone from the 
public life of Canada; but the work he 
did and the example he gave will re- 
main an Influence fur t,ood."

Curious Florida Herb. 

Almost every body knows there axe 
such things as Insectivorous or carni- 
vorous plants, but 11 is doubtful it 
many know we have any such plants 
growing In South Forlda. Neverthe- 
less, there it a plant, or rather herb, 
growing there, which Is really insec- 
tivorous. 

ft is likely that on account of Its 
being extremely small it has escaped 
attention. In fact it seems to have 
been overlooked by the botanists also, 
as wo are unable to 1 "nnl it classed 
ami ng the sensitive plants. 

This is an annual herb, anil the en- 
tire plant, including the Mowers, is of 
a deep rich color. It rarely reaches 
a height id' more than throe inches 
and Is never so broad. The leaves are 
spa tu late when undisturbed and pre- 
sent many small llbralllae and secrete 
at their tips a tenacious fluid which is 
callable of holding the very small In- 
sects, such iis ants and the like, upon 
Which It feeds. When any of these 
get lodged in the flu Id and disturb 
these librillae the leaves slowly ac- 
quire a dee]) cup shape and some- 
times curl completely up over their 
victim. When they have absorbed 
the insect they slowly recover their 
original shape, leaving only the skele- 
ton of the insect remaining. 

These plants grow on the very low, 
flat, poor and sandy lands. They ap- 
pear In the late winter and early 
bluing months.

HERE AND THERE 



No one who thinks about the subject 
can doubt that there ought to be, in 
a city the size of Victoria an Infirm 4, 
ary. It docs not need an intimate 
acquaintance with hospital conditions 
to know that the presence In the ward 
of persons in a chronic state of 111 
health is harmful to sufferers from 
diseases that are curable. No less Is 
life made sad to chronic invalids by 
the sight of acute suffering which 
they can do nothing to relieve. 

In most homes old and Infirm peo- 
ple live in the midst of cheerful sur- 
roundings. They enjoy the prattle 
of little children and take an Interest 
in and share, as far as their strength 
will allow, the employment of other 
members of the household. It Is only 
the poor and the homeless who, ex- 
cept in very rare cases, become the 
inmates of the hospital. That a place 
should be provided where those? who 
have need of medical attendance but 
who cannot hope to recover their 
strength should have such nursing as 
they need while they enjoy such plea- 
sures as their condition renders pos- 
sible all kind-hearted people feel. At 
the Aged Woman's Home the ladles 
have very wisely provided rooms in 
tile edd building where the weakest 
of their inmates can be nursed. This, 
however, does not do away for the 
necessity of an Infirmary in connec- 
tion with the hospital whore the ser- 
vices of doctors and nurses would he 
at hand whenever needed. There 
ought to he no further need In apply 
to the charity of the public of Victoria. 
These old and sick people have a claim 
uiain the corporation and the province 
in which most of them have spent 
their lives. The recommendation of 
tile Women's Council ought tovihave 
the consideration of those who flcpre- 
sont the people of the city. 

Mr. C. C. James, Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture in an address to the 
women of the Household Economic 
Association recently made the follow- 
ing observation which contains a truth 
that cannot too often lie repeated. 
"Character was built in the home. The 
greatest hope of Canada -was in her 
women, and the highest mission of 
Canadian women was in building up 
model homes. Education might only 
he a curse to a young man. if it was 
not built on the solid foundation of 
moral qualities, such as patience, hon- 
esty. Industry, which were to he ob- 
tained only In the homes of the coun- 
try. To the women of the country 
was entrusted this responsibility, and 
it could not be transferred to the 
public school, to society, to the church 
or to the Sunday school." 

Lady Violet Greville in the London 
Graphic speaks with great good sense 
and good feeling on a subject about 
which there is much nonsense talked in 
these days. "There Is an idea abroad," 
she says, "that kissing is Injurious. 
Mothers are urged not kiss their 
babies, lovers not to kiss each other, 
and parents to refrain from embrac- 
ing their children. . , . ' 

'"A good deal of kissing might very 
properly be dispensed" with, The formal 
peck at the parental check morning 
and evening, the effusive embrace of 
female friends ready to destroy each 
other's character with jealousy, and 
spite, the foreign habit of bearded men 
clasped In each other's arms, the false 
kisses of the weedllng wife, .or tho 
specious smack on the check, of the 
husband who is arranging a solitary 
holiday— all these might be suppress- 
ed. Kissing, too, is an art, and not 
all its' votaries have studied the rules. 
Some kisses are horrible. But for 
lovers, for mothers,' what can replace 
the kiss? The reverent, inspired, pas- 
sionate, tender kiss, the expression of 
all that is noble and best In human na- 
ture; the kiss of forgiveness, the kiss 
of pity, the kiss of charity,- which ele- 
vates and restores self - respect — who 
would part with these? 

"The kiss is perhaps tho most per- 
fect expression of love, but It should 
be kept for the intimate, the ecstatic, 
the supreme moments of life,' and 
never, never given in public." 

The woman who decides to leave 
the home of her childhood, and emi- 
grate to a new coiintry must make up 
her .mind to bo often lonely. This is 
true whether her new home is In the 
city or country. Now scenes, new sur- 
roundings, however delightful, lack the 
greatest of all charms, that of home. 
Vet there is nothing wrong with the 
woman who cannot select out of . the 
many she meets in a strange city a 
sufficient number of agreeable com- 
panions and close friends to satisfy 
her natural longing for society. .It [s 
a false loyultj and a narrow nature 
that cannot make room for new ties. 
Most young women find In the unac- 
customed duties of the household ab- 
sorbing Interests which leave com- 
paratively little time for regrets. 

While this Is true of city life, it is 
different with the woman who comes 
to a sparsely settled district. At llrst 
it is almost inevitable that she shall 
suffer from home sickness. But as 
time goes on she will learn that there 
are around her many objects of inter- 
est. While her affections will centre 

In her husband and her children, she 
will find In the life of tho farm both 
occupation and diversion. Visits, if 
rare, will be longer remembered and 
looked forward to with greater plea- 
sure. There have never been happier 
homes than those of the old Canadian 
pioneers and there is little doubt that 
their experience Is repeated In many 
reunite districts of our new country. 

Though there must lie loneliness 
at times it is quite possible to ex- 
aggerate the sufferings from this 
cause. Tills seams to have been 
done to an inexcusable degree pj a 
lecturer In Montreal, who recently 
declared Hint on the average one to 
three of the young wives of British 
settlers on the prairie farms were 
taken to the Calgary hospital every 
week suffering from dementia. The 
Calgary Herald has made Inquiries 
and found that In all the years the 
hospital has been running not a single 
case of the kind described has been 
brought into tin- hospital. The Cal- 
gary hospital board has taken 'the 
matter up and will take steps to cor- 
rect, the false Impression given by this 
lecturer. 

This statement Is of a piece Willi 
the slanders recently published con - 
cerning British Columbia. It Is satis- 
factory to see that legislation Is being 
perfected which will make It possible 
to punish those whose irresponsible 
utterances work an injury to any 
part of Canada. 

For many years to qomo there will 
be, In this vast country, a need 'for 



strong women and resolute men to 
undertake the task of settling the 
waste places. But year by year the 
risk of suffering from lonllness Is less. 
Still those who undertake this work 
must make up their minds to spend no 
time on regrets, as vain as they are 
injurious alike to those who entertain 
them, and to all who have claims on 
their womanly service. 

• • • 

The forming of a University club In 
Victoria ought to be of great benefit 
not only to Its members, but to the 
community. Many of the ladles who 
belong to it are young and the mem- 
ories and traditions of college life 
will form 11 strong bond of sympathy 
between them. Reminiscences of what 
in most cases is u very happy period 
of a girl's life will, no doubt, form one 
of the pleasures of the club. But such 
a society should be able to do some- 
thing for the higher life of our city. 
While its members are far from as- 
suming any superior wisdom, and 
while they recognize that a college ed- 
ucation does not always Imp', nound 
learning or wide culture, still tney feel 
that they can, by their association, not 
only help each other, hut their neigh- 
bors. That among women's societies 
of Victoria there is room for one whose 
aims are chiolly educational will be 
granted by all. Th, hopo will lie gen- 
eral that the usefulness of the club will 
realize the highest expectations , f the 
most sanguine of its members. 

Immense Kitchens 

Kitchens of tug hotels in New York 
arc places, says the Post, in which 
Hie stranger is brought to the realiza- 
tion that the art of cooking is also 
I a business as elaborately systematized 
! as the most complicated industry. In 
I one big kitchen 200 men and women 
are employed. There are yards of 
I ranges, a score or more of stock pots 
large enough to hold a fat porker, a 
! butcher shop, .".team tables to keep the 
food hot, steam cupboards for hot 
plates, dish washers, coffee machines, 
ice cream mixers and freezers, brick 
ovens, toasters, utensils for boiling 
candy, and electric silver burnishers, 
among a dozen minor devices. Tin- 
smiths are employed to remend the 
pots, and silver workers to replate the 
silver. 

There Is an Inspection and weighing 
department. As supplies are brought 
down on the elevator they are examin- 
ed by an Inspector, who thoroughly 
understands his business. Milk-fed 
chickens are so tagged, and the eggs 
have the guarantee of the firm 
whence they came, but the inspector 
does not take the dealer's words, as 
expressed on tile tag of any Article, 
If the food meets the standard it is 
accepted; If not, it goes back without 
argument. As very little food Is car- 
ried over from day to day. the In- 
spector handles new stuff every morn- 
ing. 

The arrangement of the kitchen rep- 
resents all modern ideas with regard 
to sanitation, eeohimry and efficiency, 
and it is doubtful whether it could be 
made much cleaner. The use of curved 
tiles where walls and floors join elim- 
inates all cracks and prevents the col- 
lection of dust, while the never-ceas- 
ing work of the cleaner gives the place 
a polish equal to' that of the main en- 
trance on the tloor above. /, 

The hotels make tons of Ice, the 
waste of which is enormous, and they 
also freeze all the water bottles which 
are placed on the dining tables. The 
freezing of bottles Is a time-saving 
and economical system, for if 'each 
bottle had to be tilled with cracked 
ice for every meal the work would re- 
quire the services of several men. It 
Is a much more simple trick to put 
them Into refrigerators, which are 
cooled by brine pipes connected with 
the lee-making plant. 



Use of Sterilized Water by Greeks 

The ancient Greeks already recom- 
mend the use of sterilized water. Ru- 
fus of Ephesus in the first century 
of this era taught that "all water 
from rivers and ponds Is had, except 
that from the Nile. Water from, rivers 
which flow through unhealthy soil, 
stagnant water, and that which flows 
near public bathing places Is harmful. 
The best water is that which lias been 
boiled ' In halted earthenware vessels, 
cooled and th'en heated a second time 
before drinking:" 

This hygienic prescription was in- 
tended both for healthy and sick peo- 
ple, since It was applied to the armies. 
"During marches and In the camps 
pits must be dug successively from 
the highest point to the lowest level 
of the place. These holes should be 
lined with clay such as is used for 
making pottery, and the writer should 
be made to percolate through It. The 
water will leave all Its impurities In 
these pits." 

Good Hints in Fitting Waists 

The most Important points to re- 
member when titling a waist are the 
bust measures, neck, armhole and 
length of front, start with as small an 
armhole as possible and do not trim it 
to tho required size until the shoulders 
and underarm seams have been adjust- 
ed. A small armhole gives a lunger 
line to the underarm body and Insures 
a better fitting waist throughout. If 
the waist Is too tight across tho shoul- 
ders or bust, do not think to bring 
comfort by cutting the armholes larger, 
for this Is a great mistake. If the arm- 
hole Is cut too large the waist will pull 
out every time the arm is raised and 
the waist will constantly have an un- 
tidy appearance. 

Straight collar bands always lit the 
best, except for stout women, and for 
them it Is sometimes advisable to have 
a curved collar band. The collar should 
hi' trimmed out to fit the base of the 
neck snugly, hut not tightly. It is a 
great mistake to cut the neck out too 
large, for this will give a thick, awk- 
ward appearance that Is unbecoming, 
and aside from this it will be almost 
impossible to lit a collar nicely over a 
collar band which is so much too large. 



TRIED _RECIPES 

Fish Slices. 

1 Take any fish, cod or halibut, pre- 
ferably, and put into a roasting pan, 
with half a cup of hot water, spread 
the fish with melted butter, salt and 
pepper, and cook, basting often; when 
done, remove and lay on a platter 
covered with a napkin, and cover with 
white sauce mixed with chopped 
pi men toes; or, for a home dinner. In 
place of this, cover with half a can of 
tomatoes cooked down thick and sea- 
soned well. 

• « • 

Boiled Rice. 

Boil tho rice soft, salting well; but- 
ter a baking dish, and put in first a 
layer' of this, then one of boiled on- 
ions, chopped fine, then butter, salt, 
and pepper, then rice again, and so on; 
When the dish. Is full hake till it Is 
firm, or about fifteen minutes; turn 
out, and serve with a white sauce. In 
place of onions, for those who do not 
like them you can use canned toma- 
toes, boiled down till thick. 

Oatmeal Macaroons. 

Two and a half cups. of rolled oats; 
two and a half tcaapoonfuls of baking 
powder; one-half teaspdonful of salt; 
three level tablespoon fuis of butter; 
one cup of sugar; three eggs, beaten 
separately; one toaspoonful of vanilla. 
Cream the butter, add the sugar and 
beaten egg-yolks, then the oatmeal, 
salt, and baking powder, then the 
vanilla and last the egg whites; drop 
in very small hits on a shallow butter 1 
ed pan, three inches' between each 
two, and bake in a very slow oven till 
brown; remove while still warm; these 
laste almost exactly like genuine 
macaroons. 

Pear Compote 

Pare, but do not cut, small pears and 
leave the stems on; as they are peeled 
drop Into Ice water to keep white. Boll 
two small cups of sugar with half ;i 
cup of water till the sugar is dissolved; 
skim well; put In the pears, and cook 
a few at a time till they are transpar- 
ent; boil down the syrup till It will 
thread, and arrange the pears on a Hat 
dish in a pyramid; pour tin; syrup over 
very Hlowly, so the pears will become 
coated with It; serve very cold with or 
without whipped cream around them.

Dull parties were, therefore, the rule, 
as even the clevcrest'man feels himself 
handicapped if he knows that he is 
expected to say something clever or 
Interesting. The Queen herself always 
bad next to her the most Important 
man or woman of the party, and gave 
them full rein in conversation. 

The others, unless they were far 
away at the end of the table, were 
by a tacit understanding, expected to 
do nothing but devote themselves to 
tlie excellent dinner which was always 
provided for them. In that respect 
she was an Ideal hostess, and she 
knew also what was to be provided 
for the menu was submitted to her 
on the morning of each day. 

The Queen's dinner at Windsor be- 
gan at !), at Balmoral at S. An hour 
after sitting down Iter Majesty would 
retire to an adjoining room for coffee, 
taking with her one or two selected 
guests, and the rest were allowed to 
carry on their dinner and conversation 
to suit themselves.

His dinner parties arc no 
different from the dinner parties of 
any . other country gentleman. You 
may talk and you may smoke and you 
may ; be silent to suit yourself so long 
us you are persona grata, and the 
dinner itself In no way . lacks the 
dignity and excellence of those which 
so many people dreaded in the old 
days.

Brought News of Revolt and 
Massacres in Islands of 
South Pacific 



SANTOS SETTLERS KILLED 



Small Complement of Passen- 
gers Brought by Canadian- 
Australian Liner ■ 



' News of a revolt in the Carolines 
followed by the despatch of a German 
Warship from the China station was 
brought by the steamer Moana which 
readied port yesterday mopping from 
Australia. The natives at Ponapo were 
at war among themselves, hostilities 
being confined to the different tribes. 
German troops were sent from Her- 
bertshoho to protect the European 
residents, who had not been interfered 
with when the last advices reached 
Sydney. An appeal was sent to the 
German naval station at Kiaochau for 
three warships. News was also re- 
ceived of a massacre in tho Rock 
Islands, belonging to New fommer- 
annla, where, for some unexplained 
reason, the natives killed thirty of 
their womenfolk. It was tho Intention 
of the Germans to send a punitive ex- 
pedition there as soon as tiie revolt 
in tho Carolines was quelled. 

News was also brought by the 
Moana of a massacre at Santos In 
the N«w Hebrides where Peter C. 
Grieg, 51 years of age, and Ills two 
daughters, Ada and Elizabeth. Grieg, 
settlers, were murdered by a mob of 
natives. Santos had been regarded 
as a Christian. centre and white set- 
tlers were regarded as safe. The mas- 
sacre took place within a short dis- 
tance of tiie mission station, to which 
the surviving member of the family, 
a boy of fourteen, made his escape. 
The settlers were surprised and tom- 
ahawked. II.~M.St. Promotheus has" 
been sent to the scene. ' > ; 

News of tribal wars in which thirty 
natives wore killed was brought "by the 
Moana from Sydney. The Sisiaml na- 
tives surprised a village of tho Bamu 
tribe and massacred thirty of them. 
A government force, sent to the scene, 
attacked the Sisjami people who re- 
treated into the bush after a short 
sharp light In which six of the mur- 
derers were shot. . . 
The Voyage 

At tho beginning of her voyage the 
.steamer Moana, which arrived yester- 
day morning from Sydney, via Bris- 
bane, Suva and Honolulu, with 103 
passengers and an average cargo, 
consisting mostly of frozen mutton, 
Australian meats and general produce, 
bad a narrow escape from going 
ashore owing to the breaking of her 
steering gear. She was In AVatson's 
bay when the accident happened, and 
when the steamer was brought up to 
her anchor close to the point there 
were several hundred people lined on 
the shdre. 

The Moana had pleasant and un- 
eventful voyage. From Honolulu she 
brought three stowaways who were 
taken to Vancouver and ordered de- 
ported on the outward trip of the 
liner. In all forty passengers landed 
at Victoria. Among the passengers 
on board was Prof. W. If. Green of the 
Sydney University, who is going 
. around the "world on a tour. AV. Ches- 
ter, who is Interested in the Pollard 
Opera company, was another passen- 
ger. Dr. L. Cofer, superintendent of 
quarantine at Honolulu, came from the 
Island port. There were . 5 . saloon, 19 
second and 1C third class for. Victoria, 
most of whom will go on to San Fran- 
cisco on the steamer City of Puebla 
which sails three days hence; and 17 
saloon, 24 second and 22 'third class 
for Vancouver.

The Steamer Craigvar which made 
such a long passage across tho Pacific, 
leaving Yokohama 2U days ago, passed 
Capo Flattery yesterday afternoon on 
her way to Port Townsend and Se- 
attle, to load grain and general freight 
for Manila on account of tho Unite, 1 
States government. Tho Craigvar waa 
reported by tho steamer Sblnano Maru 
which arrived a week ago. Tho Japan- 
ese liner passed the overdue freighter 
lit the mid-Pacillc. 



Reports Big Dredger General 
Diaz Raised — Oil War in 
Mexico 



Bringing a largo shipment of salt 
.which has been sent from Carmen 
Islands In tho Gulf of California the 
steamer Georgia of the Canadian- Mex- 
ican line, Capt. McCalmont', arrived 
at tiie outer wharf yesterday morn- 
,ing after a good run from Sallna 
Cruz and way ports of tho Mexican 
coast with throe passengers, one of 
Whom was a Spanish capitalist, Jose 
Corrily A'"illar who came north to In- 
vestigate the possibilities of trade be- 
tween British Columbia and Mexico. 
He is of the opinion that Mexico will 
buy lumber, coal and other produce 
and manufacutrea from British Co- 
lumbia. Two Japanese came in tran- 
sit to Yokohama and were sent to 
Vancouver to be detained there pend- 
ing tho sailing Of the next Japanese 
liner. 

The Georgia encountered heavy 
weather for two days off the Oregon 
coast, followed by misty weather with 
occasional fog, but had. comparatively 
good weather during the remainder of 
her voyage. She made the trip back 
from Guaymas carrying steel rails to 
Mexican coast ports for tiie railway 
works which are proceeding apace on 
the Mexican coast. 

Arrivals by the Georgia brought 
news that a rate war is in progress in 
Mexico where the Standard Oil com- 
pany has found a focman In the big 
British syndicate which is engaged in 
building harbor works and other en- 
terprises In Mexico, S. Pearson and 
Son. A six-million dollar refinery 
has been built by the Britisli syndi- 
cate and its output is being placed on 
the market at prices much lower than 
those of the AVaters Pierce company, 
which Is affiliated with the Standard 
oil combine. A rate war followed 
quick, cut after cut being made until 
the prices when the Georgia sailed 
from Mazatlan were 00 per cent low- 
er than before. 

The Georgia brought news that the 
big dredger General Diaz which for 
nine months past lias been lying at' 
bottom of the outer harbor at Sallna 
Cruz where she foundered after a 
storm liaij been raised. A cofferdam 
was built around the big dredger 
which" was one of the mammoths us- 
ed by Sir AVostman Pearson and Son 
In the harbor works being built on 
such a largo scale, at the terminus of 
the Tehuantapec National railroad. 
AVork has been progressing steadily 
since the dredge foundered and the 
salvors were successful just before 
the Georgia sailed. 

From Acapulco news was brought 
that tho British bark Simla which 
had been given up 'as a constructive 
total loss was still on fire. Four 
months ago, shorty after the arrival of 
the Simla from Cardiff with coal it 
was discovered that the cargo was 
on fire under the captain's cabin. Cap. 
Nixon was awakened in tho night by 
the smoke from the burning coal. The 
fire still smouldered after four months 
when tho Georgia was nt Acapulco. 
The Georgia on her southbound trip 
look the crew of 23 men from the 
Simla to Sallna Cruz from where 
they were sent over the Isthmian 
railroad for shipment to Liverpool by 
one of the liners running from Puerto 
Mexico. , 

The Georgia proceeded to Nanaimo 
yesterday and will probably land part' 
of her cargo of salt there. She had no 
freight for this port. 

COTTAGE CITY'S OFFICERS 
WEREJXONERATED 

Inspectors Find That tho Collision 
With Schooner Blakeley Was Due 
to Steerage Gear Fouling 



No one was to blame for the colli- 
sion between the steamer Cottage City 
and schooners Blakeley and Bain- 
bridge, according to United States In- 
spectors Whitney and Turner. The 
mishap took place on the night of Oc- 
tober 1G, when the 'Cottage City 
Sheered off her course and collided 
with the two schooners, Which warn 
towing behind the tug Tyee. The 
Blakeley's tow rops was severed, and 
the Cottage City, swinging around, 
was in collision with both sailing ves- 
sels. The steamer was the most seri- 
ously damaged, although both schoon- 
ers were more or less Injured. 

The Seattle inspectors took consid- 
erable evidence in their investigation, 
and thev have concluded- that the col- 
lision was due to the fouling of the 
steamer's steering gear, for which no 
one was to blame. Capt. Benjamin 
Craig, pilot in charge of the Cottage 
City at the time of tho mishap, litis 
been ill, but his evidence was taken at 
his bedside. The decision follows 

"It appears from the testimony that 
the Cottage City, bound lor Alaskan 
ports, met tho tug Tyco just, south of 
Jefferson head, Paget Sound, towing 
the schooners Bainbridge and Blakeley. 
Tho weather was moderate, and the 
night dark but clear. Tin? lights of 
each vessel were seen by the officers 
of tho others and the usual signals 
given and answered and the. vessels 
given ample room to meet and pass In 
safety apparently, but while the helm 
of the Cottage City was being operated 
to carry her clear of the Tyee, tho 
wheel ropes run off the after end of 
the drum of tho steam steering engine 
and Jammed in such a manner da to 
render both the steam and hand gear 
useless and leaving the rudder In a 
position to sheer the ship to port. The 
engines were then reversed, which 
swung the ship more to port, but be- 
fore she. could be stopped she sheered 
across the stern of the Tyee and the 
bows of the schooners In tow, with 
Which she collided. 

"AVe hold the accident to be duo to 
the fouling of the steering gear, and 
the pilot, as well as all other officers, 
Is exonerated from any blame." 



The steamer Vadso, of tho Boscowltz 
Steamship Company is expected to 
reach port today from northern Bri- 
tish Columbia ports. She will .probably 
sail tomorrow night. 



Not until the steamer Moana reached 
port, yesterday morning with news that 
the Chinese junk Whang Ho was safe 
at Thursday island did the underwrit- 
ers who are reinsuring the craft at 25 
per cent learn that they were paying 
extra premiums only because the cap- 
tain failed to report' his arrival at the 
Australian island, where it was not 
expected ho would be found. The 
Whang Ho left Sun Francisco 140 days 
ago bound to Galveston to be "a toui - 
1st show," and after many troubk.'S put 
into Papeete. There some changes 
were made In her crew and the Chi- 
nese junk sailed, ostensibly to round 
Cape Horn on her way to Galveston. 
AAlien she failed to show up at the 
Texan port, underwriters began to 
worry, and the first Chinese junk to be 
reinsured since Lloyd's lias been in ex- 
istence, was placed on the overduo 
market. 

All the while the speculators have 
been gambling on her, though the old 
Chinese junk has been lying safe at 
Thursday Island, off the north of Aus- 
tralia, a pearling centre, and how she 
came to be there is unexplained in the 
advices received yesterday from Syd- 
ney.

He lived 
in a large cocoanut shed of a house, 
built on piles — a sort of store, with 
lots of matches, and any amount of 
whiskey. Tiie islanders didn't use 
clothes much. There was one police- 
man, and in: had a blue jacket and 
stripes. But the rest only hail little 
waist clothes. Well, this Chinaman 
Moses asked us to come round and 
sleep in his house. So we rowed 
round with the provisions. He gave 
us mosquito nuts — we ciawled tlireu of 
us under cad; of them. We got some 
sleep at last. Moses made his wives 
sew tin; nets for us. 

"Next day one boat sailed round to 
the wreck. It didn't conn; back that 
night, or the next day. Wo began to 
get anxious, and were going to make 
sails for another boat to sail round and 
look for them, when a strange steamer 
came along and they were on board 
■ if her. She belonged to 'a Chinaman. 
When they had got around io the 
wreck they found this steamer along- 
side of her, The steamer's people 
claimed her. because they said she 
was abandoned. 1 suppose they ex- 
pected the captain to put up a notice 
saying, 'Nobody allowed on board.' 
Anyway, the steamer claimed the 
wreck. The steamer's name was the 
Bruno. (The speaker apparently 
meant Brunner.)

CRAIGFL0WER HAD 

.. A THRILLING VOYAGE 



Fires Were Extinguished and Little 
Steamer Drifted Down the 
Swift River 



A Prince Rupert ' despatch says: A 
thrilling experience fell to the lot of 
120 passengers on the steamer Craig- 
flowor, which operates on the Skeena 
river. It seems thnr'liirit. Wednesday 
morning the Cralgllower left a point 
on the Skoena about forty miles above 
Esslngton, numed "Hole in the AVall." 
The river was in a bad condition and 
shortly after starting the boat com- 
menced clipping water and the fires 
were extinguished. At this point a 
panic among the'passengers occurred. 
The Italian passengers, numbering 
about thirty, tried to get to the life 
preservers first, but were prevented 
by other men on board. Capt. Roy 
Troup, who was In charge /if the 
Cralgilowor, fastened a life preserver 
on his wife, who had accompanied 
him on the trip. 

Many of the passengers considered 
that their end had come as the boat 
was now taking In water rapidly, and 
with the wheel out of order the 
Cralgllower was simply drifting down 
stream. This boat was only intended 
to carry twenty-five passengers. She 
fiad a. canvass house on her and the 
passengers with their pocket, knives 
cut the canvass to pieces in order to 
make holes to escape through should 
the boat sink. 

After drifting, turning end for end, 
and twisting along down stream, with 
some two feet of water I if her cabin, 
the Cralgllower finally drifted along- 
side of the wharf at Port Essington 
and friendly hands threw a line to the 
boat which wus pulled up to the wharf. 

Eye witnesses, some of whom are old 
sailors, atiirm that It was the very 
worst forty-mile ride that they ever 
experienced. 

FIFESHIRE WAS WRECKED 
IN GILBERT GROUP 



But tho government did not look alter 
u.s half as weli as tin; natives. There 
was a squad of Fijian soldiers on the 
island, and a court house and white 
men. But we had left our stores and 
boats behind with Moses. So they fed 
us on rice and cocoanuts for threo 
weeks. We had nothing to do all day 
hut moon around and get cocoanuts. 
We got pretty tired of that. The na- 
tives gave us mats of cocoanut leaves 
to put on the ground we slept on — 
coral sand the ground was, and It cut 
my boot soles clean away." 

Another of the crew said that the 
only fresh' water on the little islands 
Is got by the natives by digging holes 
in the sand, and then it. come through 
half salt. It is all right for the na- 
tives, but the crew was afraid of 
scurvy. Even the water in the gov- 
ernment tanks was brakish. 

It is a remarkable coincidence that 
some of tho apprentices of the Fife- 
shire have thrice been wrecked dur- 
ing their short period of instruction in 
navigation. They first Joined the four- 
mastcd bark Glencalrn, which was lost 
near Cape Horn, and were then trans- 
ferred to the Iron -ship Cromartyshire, 
which was destroyed by lire on tho 
west coast of South America. These 
vessels, as well as the Flfeshlro, an 
iron bark of 1318 tons, built In 1SS5, 
belonged to Glasgow firm of Messrs. 
T. Law & Co. Capt. John Nlchol, the 
master of the Plfeshire, although a 
young man. lias also hail the misfor- 
tune of being shipwrecked on three

Castaways Succored by Natives — Lived 
Threo Weeks on Cocoanuts 
After Landing 



Details of thi loss of the British 
bark Fifeshire when bound from New- 
castle witli coal tor Portland on a long 
reef off Druminond island, al the 
southern end of the Gilbert group, 
were received by the steamer Moana 
which reached porl this morning from 
Australia. The bottom '.'.as torn with 
the Impact on the reel and water fill- 
ed tin.- holds. The Island was twelve 
miles distant, in plain sight, anil the 
Fifeshire was abandoned with all sail 
set. Copt. Nlchol and the crew of 
twenty-three proceeded there in the 
boats. The castaways found the na- 
tives friendly ami hospitable, Tin; 
shipwrecked men lived for three weeks 
on cocoanuts. A trading steamer came 
to the wreck and lie.- crew claimed tho 
wreck as a. prize mi finding: her aban- 
doned. The claim was disputed and 
the vessel was sold as she lay lor $25 
to a Chinese trader. 

The Shipwrecked mariners wen- loud 
in their praise f the treatment by the 
natives, rap:. Nlchol Bald, telling of 
the arrival al. Drummond island: "It 
took us six hours to reach there. Tin; 
islanders must have seen us strike 
the rock for they were waiting for us 
on the shore which we reached at mid- 
night. 

"! could not understand a word they 
said, but I guessed their meaning 
pretty well. They asked first if we 
were hungry, and [• said 'No.' Then 
they said, 'Are you thirsty'.'' and I said 
'Yes.' At that they climbed some co- 
coanut trees and got some nuts for us 
to drink the mill;, and If was very re- 
freshing. I can tell you those blocks 
were kind to us. They are whiter 
tlmn many white men I hare met. I 
think we were lucky to land where we 
did, for If 'we had got on the next Is- 
land, two miles away, we would have 
been on one of the leper Islands, 
where those unfortunate natives stric- 
ken with leprosy are isolated."

(Continued from Page Two) 



be respectfully requested to convey to 
tho clergy* and the congregations of 
this dioicese the judgment of this sy- 
nod that the various special offertory 
collections which from time to time 
are sought, whether on behalf of Can- 
adian or foreign missions, or of any 
object which Is deemed by this synod 
to be worthy of special support, shall 
be unfailingly taken up in every church 
in the diocese, and that tin- clergy shall 
not consider themselves to be at lib- 
erty to deprive their congregations of 
the opportunity of giving, nor the funds 
the opportunity of receiving the aid 
which would surely be forthcoming 
from the faithful members of the 
church, If this assistance were request- 
ed In the spirit of true Christianity, 
charity and faith. 

It was then decided to take up the 
committee's report touching tho revl 
slon of the diocesan canons. 

Mr. Lindley Crease, the chancellor of 
the diocese, having read the interpre- 
tation and prefatory clause, proposed 
its adoption. 

Rev. E. G. Miller, rector of St. Bar- 
nabas, seconded by the Von. Archdea- 
con Scrlven, however, moved Its rejec- 
tion, and after some discussion, fur- 
ther consideration of this subject was 
deferred. The declaration of principles 
was thereupon read and sections 1, '1. 'A 
and 1 adopted. 

The constitution of the synod was 
then read and sections 11 to 17 inclu- 
sive, adopted. 

The canons being taken up seriatim 
the various sections up to No. -2 were 
confirmed before the hour of 1 o'clock 
and adjournment arrived. 

Afternoon Session 

After luncheon the consideration of 
the canons was resumed, a number of 
alterations, chiefly of a minor nature, 
being from time to time made. For 
instance, hereafter it will require three 
members instead of one member, as 
lias heretofore been the case, to en- 
sure the taking of the vote, clerical and 
lay, during the deliberations of the 
synod. 

The synod's secretaries. Rev. Mr. 
Sweet and Mr. Frank Burrell, will 
write to the representatives of the 
football clubs, which have declined to 
play games In this city, witli an ad- 
mission charge, cordially congratulat- 
ing them upon the decided position 
which they have tuken in relation to 
this matter. 

At 6 o'clock, when the synod ad- 
journed until 10 o'clock this morning, 
nine of the canons had been consider- 
ed and continued with certain minor 
changes. 

About two-thirds of this department 
of the synod's work Is accomplished.

STARCH TRUST'S METHODS 



Selling Product More Cheaply in Great 
Britain Than in Its Protected 
Home Market , 



Washington. Nov. IS. — The so-termed 
"Starch Trust" was under Investigation 
at the hearing on tariff revision today. 
.1. ti. Walton, representing tho Corn 
Products Refining company, which, it 
was claimed, monopolizes the starch 
business, admitted that his company 
sells corn starch In the United Kingdom 
al a price of 40 cents less than it is sob] 
in tin- United States. Ho also admitted 
there was 11 loss in selling corn starch 
in Great Britain. 

Mr. Bnutcllc, of Illinois wanted to 
krow why Mr. Hill, a member of tho 
committee from Connecticut, who is In- 
terested In the manufacture of an arti- 
cle requiring corn starch, could not buy 
tin- starch In Great Britain at $^.:'. r . a 
hundred pounds, pay tin' ocean freight of 
in cents and secure delivery of the ar- 
ticle at a saving of SO cents over tho 
price demanded In tie- home market. 
"Where does the 30 cunts go?" he naked. 

"The committee can understand you 
desire a protective tariff," said Mr. 
Gaines .of West Virginia, to the wit- 
ness, hut we want to know why you 
should have It. You are selling your 
product In Groat Britain, a free trade 
country, cheaper than lure. Vet you 
want protection here. 

"Why don't the American consumers 
go to London to buy their corn starch?" 
Inquired Mr. Bonninge of Colorado. 

To these and similar questions Mr. 
Walton was evidently at a loss for a 
reply. Senator I'nyne. chairman of tho 
committee, and a "stand patter," sup- 
plied the answer for Mr. Walton. "Tho 
sales of your products havo been falling 
off In this country for some time past" 
said Mr. Payne, "and you are selling 
at a loss abroad In order to got rid of 
your product." 

Representatives of the California and 
(lie Florirlfl citrus fruit growers urged 
a higher tariff on oranges and lemons. 
A protective tariff on pineapples and 
fresh vegetables was requested by Flor- 
ida growers of those articles. A pro- 
tective tariff on oranges and lemons 
was strongly opposed by F. A. Fenton, 
representing the Italian chamber of 
commerce and the citrus fruit trade of 
New York. Ho wanted the duty on lem- 
ons entirely removed, claiming that the 
American growers are securing an un- 
reasonable profit and driving out the 
cheaper foreign fruits at tho expense 
of tile American people.

MAKES MARKET SAG 

Lower Prices and Decrease of 
Activity Are Features of 
the Day 



New York, Nov. 18. — In tho absence 
of any factor today the stock market 
showed the waning influence of some 
of the older factors which have been 
active for some time past, notably 
since the election. There came into 
consideration again a Wall Street aph- 
orism which says that "prices can not 
move in one direction all the time." 

The decrease of activity in the mar- 
ket is evidence In the same direction. 
Commission houses report that the last 
few days, whether from the fact that 
the existing demand has been lllled, or 
from the dearness of prices, has les- 
sened tho attraction of stocks or sus- 
picion has been aroused of an element 
of manipulation in tho market, which 
precludes a possible reaction. The de- 
crease in the buying of stocks is obvi- 
ous. Last week the bulk of buying or- 
ders wus "at the market." 

The professional element has been 
watching for a reaction based on tech- 
nical grounds for days, and their rush 
to follow the movement helped mater- 
ially to extend the reaction late today. 

Bonds were irregular. United States 
bonds were unchanged on call. 

Wheat in New York 

New York, Nov. 18.— Although wheat 
opened lower today on disappointing 
cables, It rallied to new high lev,. Is on 
a strong bull support and commission 
houses buying on dry weather West 
and big clearances. Reactions occur- 
red later on reports of rain in South- 
ern Argentina, and the market closed 
easy at half to 7a cent net decline.

FOLLOWING ELECTIONS 



Financial Situation Feels Effect 
of Removal of Political 
Uncertainty 



Reviewing tin 1 present financial situ- 
ation following the presidential elec- 
tions In the United Slates, Henry 
Clews, tho veteran New York banker 
says: 

The election 'is over. The country 
has most emphatically declared that it 
wants peace; that it desires nothing 
so much as a rest from threatened 
radicalism, it needs a free chance to 
recover from the inertia begotten of 
last years's panic. Of course, the re- 
sult of Hie election had been to a con- 
siderable extent discounted in the 
stock market, hence there has been no 
such speculative rebound since, as 
some very hopeful but inexperienced 
observer's anticipated. This, lioiv- 
ever, should cause no disappointment, 
for the defeat of radicalism has been 
so complete, and the demand for sane, 
sober and honest government so em 
phatlc, that far- reaching results to all 
business Interests must follow. These 
will not he seen at a glance and will 
not come In overnight. Weeks and 
months will be requisite to bring out 
the full beneficent results of the 
political tidal wave, which swept the 
country on November 3, and left ;i 
lively realization of the dangers escap- 
ed. So much for the sentimental 
effect of the election which Is im- 
portant. What of the practical el.'eet 
which is more Important? 

A considerable amount of business 
had been held in suspence for several 
months, until the result was foreseen. 
Many orders and many new enterprises 
were temporarily pigeonholed. As in- 
dications of Mr. TaCt's success became 
more pronounced, activity was re- 
sumed by the more venturesome 
spirits, hence the event was discounted 
to a considerable extent. Yet an im- 
portant amount of business was un- 
doubtedly postponed until the result 
was definitely .settled. Such orders 
and such enterprises will from now on 
be undertaken more . confidently rind 
add to the volume, of business. And 
largely because, of the new and well 
founded cheerfulness there is good 
reason to look for a ateudy recovery 



towards the normal in business. Noth- 
ing; would bo more unfortunate than 
to see , the country plunged into 
another period of speculative excesses 
such as brought on the panic of 1007, 
and fortunately there is nothing of 
that kind in sight. 

^ Effect of Elections — Local. 

The last few Presidential elections 
have beep followed by a considerable 
rise in retocks, so it remains to be 
seen whether this election has or has 
not been already sufficiently discount- 
ed. The conditions this year are so 
radically different from previous post 
election periods that little analogy can 
be drawn between them, and this year 
must be judged largely by itself. In 
the first place it must be remembered 
that security prices are now quite 
high, especially considering the 
diminished volume of business and the 
lessened proilts which both railroads 
and industrials have endured. The only 
thing that makes securities look cheap 
just now Is cheap money, which com- 
bined with hopefulness are the main 
factors in support of the stock market. 
What stocks may do when interest 
rates advance, as they must with the 
Increasing demand for mercantile 
credits, cannot be predicted at this 
time; but it is evident that the lifting 
power of cheap money cannot be relied 
upon definitely, and it must be realiz- 
ed that this support will gradually 
disappear as business Improves. It 
must also be recognized that the lloal- 
Ing supply of slocks lias been largely 
concentrated In a few hands ever 
since the panic, and the holders of 
these accumulations arc: anxious to 
take their profits and lighten their 
load. Tills they will do on every favor- 
able opportunity. On the other hand, 
the general situation is very satis- 
factory. All the known forces are to- 
wards recuperation. As a result of re- 
cent house cleaning the financial 
situation is exceptionally sound, anil 
there is nothing in sight to prevent an 
unusually prompt return of business 
to Die normal, at least in volume if 
not in profit. 

Railways Benefit. 

Our railroads are exceptionally well 
situated; some croaking managers to 
the contrary. Recent depression has 
brought about many economies that 
were never dreamed of; traffic is 
rapidly recovering, and at the present 
rate will soon reach last year's volume; 
rates are being advanced, and if 
rumored intentions are true railroad 
revenue will be considerably increased 
next year from this source alone, so 
that witli increases in gross earnings 
and decreases in expenses net results 
in ISO!) should be exceedingly favor- 
able. The outlook for industrials is 
also more satisfactory. Here, too, ex- 
penses have been curtailed as far as 
possible, and with the resumption of 
business profits will rapidly reco\ er 
from recent losses. The Iron industry 
Is still a good trade barometer, and, 
If the orders received by the United 
States Steel Corporation are any in- 
dication, the outlook is certainly pro- 
mising. Orders for bout 1,000.000 tons 
of iron valued at $25,000,000 to $30,- 
000,000 were placed In October; the 
sales of copper were unusually large; 
a decided improvement has taken 
place in the cotton goods trade; the 
grocery trade Is more active, and the 
general revival of enterprise is shewn 
In tho largo increase of new Incorpora- 
tions. All of this activity was stimula- 
ed by tho expectation of Mr. Taft's 
election, so that a burst of activity 
now would he unreasonable. Another 
boom is the last thing to be desired. 
Brighter Future. 

There is every reason, however, to 
take a cheerful view of the future. 
While the election has been largely 
discounted, an important stimulus bus 
been given to recovery which later on I 
will assert itself. It is quite possible 
that the stock market will show some 
Irregularity owing to the great tempta- 
tion to take profits. The unsettled 
condition of international politics In 
Europe also affects our security 
markets, because American stocks are 
the best on which to realize when 
others need protection. London has 
already returned some considerable 
blocks' of our securities, though grati- 
fied at our election results, and would 
j undoubtedly repurchase them were it 
not for the Balkan situation as well 
as the uncertainty regarding the at- 
titude of Germany. Forthcoming 
security issues will also tend to re- 
strain any further excessive advance, 

At home an observing eye must be 
kept upon Congress and the state 
legislatures. Tariff legislation is sure 
to come up at Washington, and the 
anti-corporation fever may again 
show itself in some of the state legis- 
latures. As to the tariff, which could 
reaily be modified without harm to 
any Interest and with great benefit to 
others, there is little prospect of any- 
thing important being done. Discus- 
sion may be complicated by our re- 
ciprocity agreements with France and 
Germany; but the protected Interests 
are strong enough to prevent any 
radical changes. What ought to be 
done Is to pass a measure enforcing a 
graduated reduction, lasting over a 
series of years, thus saving Industry 
from shock and giving both merchant 
and manufacturer ample time to ad- 
just themselves to the change. Such 
a method would avoid the most serious 
objections to all tariff changes— that of 
prolonged uncertainty.
